JOSEPH  SMITH 
his  source  of  knowledge'

One  hundred  and  forty  years  ago  Joseph  Smith, 
a  mere  boy  between  14  and  15  years  of  age,  de- 
clared that  in  answer  to  sincere  prayer  he  received 
a  revelation  from  God.  His  declaration  was  simple, 
but  positive;  and  he  was  surprised  when  men 
doubted  its  truth.  To  him  his  claim  was  but  the 
statement  of  a  simple  fact;  to  the  Christian  world 
it  proved  to  be  a  lightning  flash  that,  striking, 
weakened  their  religious  structure  from  turret  to 
foundation. 

Two  important  elements  in  his  first  message 
were  these:  First,  that  God  is  a  personal  being 
who  communicates  his  will  to  man;  and  second, 
that  no  creed  in  Christendom  had  the  true  plan  of 
salvation.  Indeed,  the  "creeds  were  an  abomina- 
tion" in  the  sight  of  God;  and  their  "professors" 
taught  "for  doctrines  the  commandments  of  men, 
having  a  form  of  godliness,  but  they  deny  the  pow- 
er thereof."  (See  Joseph  Smith  2:19;  read  also  2 
Timothy  3.)

For  boldness  of  assertion,  as  an  unqualified  re- 
jection of  prevailing  orthodoxy,  as  a  challenge  to 
ministers,  this  claim  of  a  fair-haired,  blue-eyed 
youth  stands  without  parallel  since  the  days  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Not  even  Luther's  defiance  at 
Worms  is  excepted;  for  his  inspired  effort  at  first 
was  only  to  purify  the  church  of  corrupt  practices, 
while  Joseph  Smith  rejected  the  creeds  as  unau- 
thoritative and  many  of  their  doctrines  as  absolute- 
ly false. 

The  result  of  this  declaration  was  Joseph's  im- 
mediate ostracism  from  the  religious  world.  In  a 
very  short  time,  he  found  himself  standing  alone. 

Alone — and  unacquainted  with  the  learning  and 
philosophy  of  his  day. 

Alone — and  unschooled  in  the  arts  and  sciences. 

Alone — with  no  philosopher  to  instruct  him,  no 
minister  to  guide  him. 
In  simplicity  and  kindness  he  had  hastened  to  them 
with  his  glorious  message;  in  scorn  and  derision 
they  had  turned  from  him,  saying  that  ".  .  .  there 
were  no  such  things  as  visions  or  revelations  in  these 
days;  that  all  such  things  had  ceased  with  the  apos-

ties,  and  that  there  would  never  be  any  more  of 
them."  (Joseph  Smith  2:21.) 

Thus,  Joseph  Smith  at  14  was  left  alone  to 
embark  upon  the  ocean  of  religious  thought,  hav- 
ing rejected  every  known  vessel  with  which  to  sail, 
and  never  having  built  one  or  even  having  seen  one 
built  himself.  Surely,  if  an  imposter,  the  bark  he 
could  build  would  be  indeed  a  crude  one. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  that  which  he  built  pos- 
sesses an  excellence  and  superiority  over  that  which 
the  learned  professors  and  philosophers  had  given 
to  the  world  during  the  preceding  hundreds  of 
years,  men  will  be  forced  to  say  in  surprise,  "Whence 
hath  this  man  his  wisdom!" 

It  would  appear,  then,  that  though  he  seemed 
alone,  he  was  alone  only  as  was  Moses  on  Sinai; 
as  Jesus  on  the  Mount  of  Olives.  As  with  the  Mas- 
ter, so  with  the  Prophet;  his  instructions  came  not 
through  man-made  channels  but  direct  from  God, 
the  source  of  all  intelligence.  He  says:  "I  am  a 
rough  stone.  The  sound  of  the  hammer  and  chisel 
was  never  heard  on  me  until  the  Lord  took  me  in 
hand.  I  desire  the  learning  and  wisdom  of  Heaven 
alone."^ 

The  result  of  this  divine  guidance  was  an  assur- 
ance of  the  righteousness  of  what  he  taught  and  a 
fearlessness  in  proclaiming  it.  When  Joseph  Smith 
taught  a  doctrine,  he  taught  it  authoritatively.  His 
was  not  the  question  of  whether  it  agreed  with  man's 
thoughts  or  not,  whether  it  was  in  harmony  with 
the  teachings  of  the  orthodox  churches  or  whether 
it  was  in  direct  opposition  to  them.  What  was  given 
to  him  he  gave  to  the  world  irrespective  of  its 
agreement  or  disagreement,  of  its  harmony  or  its 
discord,  with  the  belief  of  the  churches  or  of  the 
prevailing  standards  of  mankind.  It  is  interesting 
as  well  as  profitable  to  know  how  the  advanced 
thought  of  today  harmonizes  with  what  he  taught 
so  authoritatively  over  a  century  ago.  The  guiding 
spirit  of  his  life  was  manifest  right  in  the  begin- 
ning and  harmonizes  with  his  wonderful  declara- 
tion that  God  had  spoken  to  him.  In  his  own  words: 
"Whatever  God  requires  is  right,  no  matter  what  it 
is,  although  we  may  not  see  the  reason  thereof  till 
long  after  the  events  transpire.""

His  claim  to  revelation  from  God,  if  established, 
leaves  no  doubt  as  to  his  authority  to  organize  the 
Church  of  Christ  on  earth,  and  to  administer  au- 
thoritatively the  principles  and  ordinances  thereof. 
Thus  at  the  very  inception  of  this  great  latter-day 
work  was  laid  the  immovable  cornerstone  of  Christ's 
Church  in  this  dispensation;  that  is,  the  authority 
to  officiate  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  in  things 
pertaining  to  his  Church. 

The  harmony  of  Joseph  Smith's  teachings  with 
those  taught  by  the  Savior  and  his  apostles;  the 
reasonableness  of  his  assertion  that  men  must  be 
called  of  God  to  officiate  in  things  pertaining  to 
God;  the  complete  organization  of  the  Church:  its 
government,  laws,  and  wonderful  adaptations  to  the 
needs  and  to  the  advancement  of  the  human  family 
— these  and  many  other  phases  of  this  great  latter- 
day  work,  when  even  only  partly  understood,  lead 
thinking  persons  to  ponder  upon  the  stories  of  the 
prophet's  wisdom. 

The  marks  of  his  influence  upon  religious 
thought  are  manifest  on  every  hand;  and  whether 
men  acknowledge  it  or  not,  the  light  that  came 
from  heaven  over  a  century  ago  is  dissipating  the 
da'riiness  that  has  enthralled  the  minds  of  men  for 
ages. 

When  we  look  through  the  vista  of  one  hundred 
and  forty  years  and  see  the  boy  prophet  standing 
alone  in  the  midst  of  a  tempestuously  religious 
world,  declaring  that  God  had  spoken  to  him  and 
that  there  was  not  an  authorized  Church  of  Christ 
upon  the  earth;  when  we  know  that  to  make  good 
his  claim,  he  must  give  to  the  world  something 
superior  to  that  produced  by  the  philosophy  of  the 
ages  and  the  best  wisdom  of  man;  when  we  realize 
how  impotent  he  was  to  do  this  if  dependent  alone 
upon  his  own  learning  and  wisdom;  we  cannot  help 
but  conclude,  since  he  has  given  to  the  world  some- 
thing which  stands  today  in  brilliancy  and  subhmity 
superior  to  anything  proclaimed  by  human  wisdom, 
that  surely  he  was  indeed  the  Chosen  Prophet  of 
the  latter-day. 

As  some  tall  cliff  that  lifts  its  awful  form, 
Swells  from  the  vale,  and  midway  leaves  the  storm, 
Though  round  its  breast  the  rolling  clouds  are  spread, 
Eternal  sunshine  settles  on  its  head.^

In  doing  temple  work  we  leave  for  a  brief  time 
our  homes  and  families,  our  worldly  obligations;  we 
even  lay  aside  our  earthly  clothing.  And  we  attend 
the  temple  to  render  the  most  Christlike  service  in 
all  the  world — doing  for  others  what  they  cannot  do 
for  themselves.  We  cast  off  the  things  of  this  earth, 
even  our  identity,  taking  the  name  of  someone  else 
in  order  to  complete  for  this  person  every  ordinance 
necessary  for  his  salvation  and  exaltation.  And  in 
partaking  of  this  rich  spiritual  environment  we  bring 
a  better  influence  to  our  families  and  our  businesses, 
an  influence  to  guide  us  in  the  solving  of  life's 
problems.  Through  the  spirituality  of  the  temple  we 
become  better  leaders  in  the  work  of  the  priesthood, 
and  more  capable  in  all  of  our  activities  in  the 
Church.  This  greater  degree  of  spiritual  growth 
and  development  comes  only  from  attending  a  tem- 
ple of  God. 

By  the  Living  for  the  Dead 

The  Lord  in  his  wisdom  not  only  provides  the 
necessary  ordinances  for  the  dead  in  his  temples, 
but  affords  the  Uving  who  render  this  unselfish  ser- 
vice an  opportunity  for  increased  knowledge,  under- 
standing, and  spiritual  growth.

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university — the  temple — where  the  highest  instruc- 
tion and  blessings  of  the  dispensation  of  the  ful- 
ness of  times  are  given.  This  will  help  prepare  us 
for  the  celestial  kingdom,  that  we  may  become  sons 
and  daughters  of  God  and  joint  heirs  with  Jesus 
Christ  forever  and  ever. 

While  temple  work  is  generally  referred  to  as 
work  for  the  dead,  this  work  must  be  accomplished 
by  the  living.  All  members  of  the  Church  from  the 
age  of  12  may  continue  in  this  sacred  service 
throughout  their  lives. 

Strength  for  the  Work 

On  one  occasion,  when  proxies  were  needed  for 
baptisms,  volunteers  were  requested  among  children 
who  were  in  the  temple  to  be  sealed  to  their  parents. 
One  14-year-old  girl  who  had  been  in^braces  and  on 
crutches  all  her  life  told  how  the  Lord  had  answered 
her  prayers.  For  a  long  time  she  had  prayed  to  do 
baptisms  for  the  dead  but  had  never  been  given  the 
opportunity.  She  was  taken  to  the  font  with  the 
promise  that  she  would  be  allowed  to  complete  at 
least  one  baptism.  Through  her  faith  and  prayers 
and  the  blessings  of  the  Lord,  without  her  braces  or 
crutches,  she  went  down  into  the  water  and  came 
up  out  of  the  water  and  was  baptized  and  confirmed 
for  the  dead  25  times. 

Recently  a  devoted  man  93  years  of  age  did 
83  endowments  in  one  month  in  the  Los  Angeles 
Temple.  When  asked  how  he  had  accomplished  this, 
he  replied:  "It  is  good  to  be  needed;  I  am  confident 
that  those  for  whom  I  have  labored  have  been  in- 
terested in  me,  as  I  have  been  in  them.  Through  this 
mutual  need  I  have  been  given  the  necessary 
strength  to  do  this  work." 

James  E.  Talmage  has  said: 

Within  sacred  temples,  the  living  are  officiating 
vicariously  in  behalf  of  the  dead;  and  the  hearts  of 
mortal  children  are  turned  with  affectionate  concern 
toward  their  departed  ancestors,  while  disembodied 
hosts  are  praying  for  the  success  of  their  posterity, 
yet  in  the  flesh,  in  the  service  of  salvation.^ 


The  Eternal  Marriage 

In  a  day  when  marriage  vows  are  lightly  regard- 
ed and  divorce  is  prevalent,  how  blessed  we  are  to 
take  our  marriage  vows  in  the  Lord's  way — for  time 
and  all  eternity — in  his  Holy  House! 

One  couple,  both  converts,  and  the  only  mem- 
bers of  either  family  in  the  Church,  were  practically 
disowned  by  their  parents  when  they  refused  to 
accept  any  ceremony  other  than  a  temple  marriage. 
After  a  year  of  marriage  and  the  birth  of  their  first 
son,  they  wrote: 

"Our  son  is  a  perfect  gift  from  our  Heavenly 
Father;  how  grateful  we  are  that  he  was  born  under 
the  covenant.  As  yet,  we  haven't  gained  much  in  a 
material  way,  but  to  know  we  have  our  son  and 
each  other  eternally  makes  us  truly  rich.  The  past 
year  we  have  lived  in  a  home  without  drinking,  smok- 
ing, filthy  language,  or  quarreling.  Ours  has  been  a 
home  where  the  laws  of  God  are  taught  and  obeyed, 
and  where  his  Church  comes  first.  Because  we  have 
lived  close  to  the  Church  and  gone  often  to  the  tem- 
ple, we  have  found  peace  of  mind  and  love  we  have 
never  known  before  on  this  earth." 

Truly,  husband  and  wife,  children  and  parents, 
and  all  Church  members  who  avail  themselves  of 
temple  blessings  and  the  opportunity  to  render  ser- 
vice for  the  dead,  are  brought  closer  to  each  other 
because  they  are  closer  to  the  Lord. 

As  We  Give 

Through  blessings  received  and  service  rendered, 
we  become  co-laborers  with  the  Master,  who  said: 
"Behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my  glory — to  bring  to 
pass  the  immortality  and  eternal  life  of  man." 
(Moses  1:39.)  What  an  honor  and  a  blessing! 

As  we  bless  the  lives  of  others,  we  bring  rich 
blessings  into  our  own  lives.  As  Edwin  Markham 
said: 

There  is  a  destiny  that  makes  us  brothers. 
None  lives  to  self  alone. 
All  that  we  send  into  the  lives  of  others 
Comes  back  into  our  own.^

Jesus  set  us  the  example  when  he  taught  .  . 

With  Knowledge 
and  Spiritual 

Power

Even  though  present-day  society  has  been  trans- 
formed by  science,  and  time  has  wrought  many 
changes  upon  the'  land  of  Palestine,  there  are  still 
many  things  about  the  Holy  Land  which  remind  us 
of  Jesus'  day.  It  was  while  in  Jerusalem  last  sum- 
mer that  I  received  the  request  to  write  this  article 
for  teachers,  and  as  I  looked  out  upon  the  city  I 
pondered  with  a  renewed  interest  the  subject  I  was 
to  discuss.  I  could  see  Mount  Moriah — the  site  of 
the  temple  in  ancient  times.  To  the  east  was  the 
Mount  of  Olives,  with  the  Kidron  Valley  (some- 
times called  Cedron,  and  known  also  as  the  valley 
of  Jehoshaphat)  lying  between.  On  the  west  side  of 
the  Mount  of  Olives  lay  the  garden  of  Gethsemane; 
and  on  the  east,  the  village  of  Bethany,  the  home 
of  Lazarus.  These  and  other  landmarks  were  familiar 
to  Jesus. 

As  I  studied  the  city  with  its  teeming  Hfe,  I 
became  more  aware  of  the  challenge  that  had  faced 
the  Master  and  could  visualize  him  on  these  very 
streets.  There  was  a  peddler  hawking  his  wares.  A 
man  with  his  donkey,  heavily  laden  with  produce, 
moved  briskly  along  a  narrow  passage.  A  woman 
passed  with  a  large  pot  filled  to  capacity  upon  her 
head.  In  the  shops  merchants  were  busy  displaying 
their  goods  and  bartering  with  their  customers  over 
the  final  price  of  various  articles.  As  in  the  days  of 
Jesus,  each  person  was  going  about  his  daily  activi- 
ties with  his  personal  interests  on  his  mind. 

How  could  even  a  master  teacher  get  and  hold 
the  attention  of  the  people  and  bring  them  to  under- 
stand the  greatest  message  ever  told? 

In  his  teaching,  Jesus  could  discern  the  hearts 
of  men  and  anticipate  their  needs.  He  used  various 
techniques  at  appropriate  times  to  teach  and  moti- 
vate them.  He  had  the  rare  ability  to  make  truth 
live  through  apt  illustrations  taken  from  daily  life. 
He  made  reference  to  the  fig  tree,  the  mustard  seed, 
and  the  leaven  hidden  in  three  meslsures  of  meal. 


His  parables  of  The  Sower,  The  Prodigal  Son, 
The  Talents,  The  Good  Samaritan,  expressed 
vital  points  that  made  the  principles  of  the  gospel 
live  in  the  minds  of  men.  He  employed  appropriate 
metaphors,  calling  himself,  for  example,  the  bread 
of  life  which  came  from  heaven  to  give  life  to  men. 
But  as  a  teacher  of  divine  truth,  Jesus  exempli- 
fied two  things  that  no  person  who  attempts  to  in- 
struct others  in  the  gospel  can  disregard  or  neglect: 
First,  he  taught  in  the  power  and  demonstration  of 
the  Holy  Spirit;  second,  he  had  a  message  which  he 
thoroughly  comprehended  and  which  he  expressed 
in  various  ways,  using  different  approaches,  to  suit 
the  circumstances  of  his  discourse  and  the  individ- 
uals to  whom  he  was  speaking. 

A  Teacher  Must  Teach  With  the  Spirit 

In  stressing  the  first  of  the  above  prerequisites 
to  teaching,  the  Lord  has  said  in  our  day:  "And  the 
Spirit  shall  be  given  unto  you  by  the  prayer  of 
faith;  and  if  ye  receive  not  the  Spirit  ye  shall  not 
teach."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  42:14.) 

There  is  something  stirring  and  moving  about  a 
dynamic  message.  And  when  that  message  is  de- 
livered by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  then  be- 
comes the  living  word,  or  the  word  of  life,  which 
is  Spirit.^  Repeatedly  the  Lord  said  by  revelation 
through  Joseph  Smith: 

Behold,  I  am  God;  give  heed  to  my  word,  which 
is  quick  and  powerful,  sharper  than  a  two-edged 
sword,  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  both  joints  and 
marrow;  therefore  give  heed  unto  my  word.  (Doc- 
trine and  Covenants  11:2)^ 

This  does  not  mean  a  teacher  should  be  loud

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and  bombastic  in  expressing  his  message.  It  does 
mean  that  the  intelligent  and  thoughtful  "prayer 
of  faith"  must  precede  and  accompany  the  effort 
to  teach.  To  the  saints  in  our  day  Jesus  said: 

...  A  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  that  ye 
shall  declare  whatsoever  thing  ye  declare  in  my 
name,  in  solemnity  of  heart,  in  the  spirit  of  meek- 
ness, in  all  things. 

And  I  give  unto  you  this  promise,  that  inasmuch 
as  ye  do  this  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  be  shed  forth  in 
bearing  record  unto  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall 
say.  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  100:7,  8.) 

Though  he  was  meek  and  humble,  Jesus  could 
also  be  bold,  without  being  overbearing;^  and  be- 
cause he  gave  implicit  obedience  to  the  Father,  he 
taught  in  the  power  and  demonstration  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Having  seen  in  vision  the  Master's  earthly 
ministry,  Nephi  wrote: 

And  I  beheld  that  he  went  forth  ministering  unto 
the  people,  in  power  and  great  glory;  and  the  multi- 
tudes were  gathered  together  to  hear  him.  ...  (I 
Nepbi  11:28.) 

In  recording  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  Matthew 
said: 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended 
these  sayings,  the  people  were  astonished  at  his 
doctrine:  for  he  taught  them  as  one  having  author- 
ity, and  not  as  the  scribes.  (Matthew  7:28,  29.) 

The  Holy  Spirit  was  Christ's  badge  of  authority 
and  the  key  to  his  effectiveness  as  a  teacher.  John 
declared  that  the  Father  gave  not  "the  Spirit  by 
measure"  unto  him.  (John  3:34.)  And  Joseph  Smith 
explained  that  Jesus  was  "anointed  with  the  oil  of 
gladness  above  his  fellows,"  so  that  as  the  Son  of 
God  he  "had  the  fulness  of  the  Spirit,  and  greater 
power  than  any  man."*  By  the  Spirit  Jesus  dis- 
cerned the  hearts  of  men  and  ascertained  their 
needs.  By  the  Spirit  he  drew  upon  the  intelligence 
of  his  Father  in  coping  with  the  complex  situations 
that  confronted  him  from  day  to  day.  And  by  the 
Spirit  his  message  became  one  of  penetrating  power 
in  the  lives  of  men.  In  saying  that  which  ought  to 
be  said  about  Jesus  as  the  greatest  of  all  teachers, 
his  teaching  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  is  the  factor 
that  should  be  stressed. 

A  Teacher  Must  Teach  the  Gospel 

The  second  prerequisite  of  a  great  .teacher  of 
the  gospel  is  that  the  message  he  declares  should 
be  an  expression  of  his  central  purpose  in  life. 
Christ's  central  purpose  was  to  renew  and  regener- 
ate man  by  the  truth  and  power  which  he  received

from  the  Father.  This  is  the  divine  truth  and  power 
which  is  associated  with  the  message  of  the  gospel. 
By  revelation  Joseph  Smith  wrote: 

.  .  .  He  came  into  the  world,  even  Jesus  .  .  .  to 
sanctify  the  world,  and  to  cleanse  it  from  all  un- 
righteousness. (Doctrine  and  Covenants  76:41.) 

Christ  declared  the  gospel  to  be  a  message  of 
divine  truth  and  power.  He  spoke  of  those  who  fol- 
lowed him  in  "the  regeneration"  which  leads  to 
eternal  life,'*  and  his  message  centered  continuously 
upon  this  great  "regeneration."  The  Master  directed 
the  attention  of  Nicodemus,  who  was  fascinated  by 
the  outward  evidences  of  Christ's  divine  power,  to 
the  inner  renewal  by  the  Holy  Spirit  that  would 
have  to  take  place,  by  faith,  before  he  could  see  the 
kingdom  of  God.  "Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,"  he 
declared,  "except  a  man  be  bom  again  [or  bom  from 
above,  as  the  marginal  note  in  the  Bible  indicates] , 
he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God."  (John  3:3.)  To 
a  woman  of  Samaria  he  contrasted  the  life-giving 
power  of  the  water  which  she  drew  from  Jacob's 
Well  to  the  spiritual  powers  of  life  which  he  was 
able  to  give  and  which  would  be  in  the  recipient  as 
"a  well  of  water  springing  up  into  everlasting  life." 
(John  4:14.)  He  came  to  the  central  point  of  his 
discourse  when  he  said: 

The  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true 
worshippers  shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and 
in  truth:  for  the  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship 
him.  (John  4:23.) 

"It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth;  the  flesh  profit- 
eth  nothing,"  Jesus  again  declared  as  he  centered 
attention  upon  the  renewing  and  regenerating  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit:  "the  words  that  I  speak  unto 
you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they  are  life."  (John  6:63.) 
To  his  disciples  he  showed  the  need  for  man  to 
abide  continually  in  the  life-giving  powers  which 
center  in  him,  as  the  light  and  the  life  of  the  world, 
by  hkening  himself  to  a  vine  and  them  to  the 
branches: 

.  .  .  As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself,  ex- 
cept it  abide  in  the  vine;  no  more  can  ye,  except  ye 
abide  in  me.  (John  15:4.) 

A  Teacher  Must  Study  the  Gospel 

The  two  prerequisites  mentioned  above  are  di- 
rectly related  to  each  other.  Man  cannot  teach  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  as  Jesus  taught,  unless  he  knows, 
by  the  Spirit,  that  which  God  has  made  known  to 
his  holy  prophets.  To  the  elders  in  our  day  the 
Lord  declared: 

.  .  .  Treasure  up  in  your  minds  continually  the 
words  of  life,  and  it  shall  be  given  you  in  the  very

When  he  had  completed  the 
ordinance,  the  young  parents'  most  earnest  desires  and  hopes  for  their 
young  daughter  were  sealed  up  to  their  Father  in  heaven.

part  of  six  years,  the  meaning  of  such  words  as 
trust,  respect,  obedience,  and  honesty  are  constant- 
ly being  redefined  in  our  minds.

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honored  precepts,  as  she  observes  whether  her  par- 
ents hold  them  sacred. 

Mehssa  remembers  well  that  night  of  emergency 
when  at  play  she  received  a  huge  gash  in  her  head. 
We  raced  to  the  hospital  in  our  car  to  meet  with 
the  plastic  surgeon.  Moments  later  Melissa  lay  on  the 
table,  awake  and  scared,  as  nurses,  doctors,  carts, 
aides,  and  the  rest  of  the  maze  of  hospital  activity 
whirled  about  her.  Clutching  her  father's  hand  until 
her  fingernails  hurt  him,  and  staring  into  her  moth- 
er's comforting  face,  she  lay  without  even  a  flinch 
or  a  tear,  as  the  doctor  sutured  her  cut.  In  the 
midst  of  this  frightening  confusion  it  was  obvious 
she  had  learned  the  lesson  of  trust  in  her  parents, 
and  it  helped  her  to  remain  calm. 

Melissa— Equal  to  the  Task 

Conversely,  her  parents  have  learned  to  put  their 
trust  in  Melissa  as  she  has  evidenced  that  she  will 
obey.  Driving  along  Wasatch  Boulevard  one  morn- 
ing after  taking  Daddy  to  work,  the  family  was 
alarmed  to  see  the  mountain  above  their  home  on 
fire.  It  seemed  as  if  hundreds  of  people  were  trying 
to  put  the  brush  fire  out.  Mother  knew  that  the 
fire  was  in  their  backyard.  Fire  engines  surrounded 
the  house  as  they  drove  up  the  street  through  the 
clamor  and  noise.  Hurriedly  parking  the  car,  Moth- 
er felt  the  urgency  to  investigate  the  situation.  She 
also  felt  the  need  to  remove  the  four  children  who 
were  with  her  from  any  unnecessary  danger.  Quick- 
ly, and  without  any  explanation  to  them,  she  put 
the  baby  in  the  six-year-old's  arms,  took  hold  of 
the  other  children  by  their  hands,  and  headed  for 
a  neighbor's  house.  She  instructed  the  eldest,  six- 
year-old  Melissa,  to  take  care  of  her  sisters  until 
she  returned.  The  young  child  immediately  took 
over,  calming  the  baby  and  helping  her  two  other 
sisters  into  the  safety  of  the  neighbor's  home. 

It  was  not  until  the  danger  of  the  fire  was  over, 
the  wailing  of  the  fire  engines  had  ceased,  and  the 
calm  of  night  had  settled  that  this  little  child 
confided  to  her  parents  her  fright  and  her  concern 
for  Mother's  safety  and  the  safety  of  their  home. 
She  had  accepted  the  responsibility  given  her,  she 
had  obeyed  Mother's  instructions,  and  she  had 
waited  until  a  later  time  to  question  and  to  be  com- 
forted for  her  own  insecurity  and  feelings  of  fear. 
It  had  been  almost  "second  nature"  for  Mother  to 
thrust  this  great  responsibility  on  her  six-year-old 
daughter.  Mother  knew  that  Melissa  was  equal  to 
this  task.   Mother  knew  she  would  obey. 

Timothy— No  Second  Chance 

As  parents  we  are  particularly  happy  when  we 


see  our  children  learning  to  obey  the  laws  of  our 
home  environment.  Laws  of  the  home  are  basic  in 
developing  an  obedient  child.  A  child  of  six  or  seven 
can  learn  to  comply  with  family  meal  hours.  This 
same  child  can  obey  the  rule  of  bedtime.  Also  he 
can  understand  that  when  he  plays  with  toys,  they 
should  be  returned  to  their  places  before  new  toys 
or  games  are  brought  out.  A  child  learns  respect 
for  his  home  through  obeying  the  laws  of  playing 
in  play  areas  and  reserving  the  more  quiet,  restful 
places  for  greeting  friends.  When  invited  to  a 
friend's  home,  this  same  child  should  acknowledge 
the  law  of  common  concern  by  asking  Mother  be- 
fore going,  or  calling  immediately  from  the  friend's 
house  to  inform  Mother  of  his  whereabouts. 

Health  laws  are  vital  to  a  child's  growth.  It  is 
easy  to  form  good  health  habits — washing  hands 
before  meals,  brushing  teeth  after  eating,  maintain- 
ing a  clean  body  through  proper  bathing,  engaging 
in  vigorous  activity  in  the  out-of-doors,  and  resting 
the  body  properly  at  night. 

Respect  for  others — a  policeman,  a  Sunday 
School  teacher,  a  younger  brother  or  sister,  a  neigh- 
bor— can  be  gained  through  the  parents'  example. 

Respect  for  God's  commandments  is  developed 
in  children  through  association  with  their  Heavenly 
Father  in  prayer.  Parents  rejoice  to  hear  their 
children  lead  in  family  prayer. 

Recently  we  read  in  the  newspaper  of  a  young 
boy  about  Melissa's  age  named  Timothy.  One  eve- 
ning his  mother  discovered  her  two  younger  children 
eating  tranquilizer  pills.  Timothy  denied  that  he 
had  eaten  any.  The  mother  took  all  three  children 
to  the  hospital,  where  the  two  younger  children  had 
their  stomachs  pumped.  Timothy  still  insisted  he 
had  not  eaten  any  pills,  so  he  was  not  treated.  All 
three  children  returned  home  and  were  put  to  bed. 
When  morning  came,  Mother  checked  the  children. 
The  two  younger  ones  were  all  right.  Timothy  was 
dead. 

One's  heart  aches  that  this  little  fellow  had  not 
learned  life's  great  lesson  of  obedience.  His  false 
tale  was  discovered  too  late.  There  was  no  second 
chance. 

A  Formula  for  Parents  and  Children 

King  Benjamin,  shortly  before  he  died,  spoke  to 
parents  and  children.  He  said  to  the  parents: 

.  .  .  Neither  will  ye  suffer  that  they  [your  chil- 
dren]   transgress  the  laws  of  God,  and  fight  and 
quarrel  one  with  another.  .  .  .  But  ye  will  teach 
them  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  truth  .  .  .  ye  will  teach 
{Concluded  on  page  472.) 
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And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom 
and  stature,  and  in  favour  with 
God  and  man.  (Luke  2:52.) 

And  he  received  not  of  the  ful- 
ness at  first,  but  continued  from 
grace  to  grace,  until  he  received  a 
fulness.  (Doctrine  and  Covenants 
93:13.) 

IT  seems  to  be  characteristic  of 
many  of  us  to  expect  other  in- 
dividuals to  act  maturely.  When 
they  fall  below  our  expectations, 
we  often  become  irritated.  This 
irritation  is  often  manifest  in  un- 
controlled anger.  Some  parents,  for 
example,  inflict  physical  and  psy- 
chological pain  upon  their  children. 
The  parents  in  many  cases  are  not 
thinking  primarily  of  the  welfare  of 
the  child.  They  are  trying  to  rid 
themselves  of  the  impatience  and 
frustration  they  feel  from  relating 
to  an  immature  individual. 

If  parents  were  to  consciously 
reflect  upon  the  situation,  they 
would  recognize  that  it  takes  time 
to  mature.  A  person  is  not  physi- 
cally mature  until  sometime  be- 
tween the  ages  of  20  and  25.  We 
cannot  say  to  a  five-year-old  child, 
"Here,  I  want  you  to  be  physically 
mature,"  and  then  suddenly  trans- 
form him  into  an  adult.  It  is 
exactly  the  same  with  other  kinds 
of  maturity:  intellectual,  emotion- 
al, social,  and  spiritual.  The  indi- 
vidual must  go  through  a  develop- 
mental process  in  each  of  these 
areas.  Let  us  consider  the  follow- 
ing cases  of  remarkable  growth: 

1.    The  Ugly  Duckling 

Hans  Christian  Andersen  wrote  a  story  about  a 
duck  sitting  on  her  eggs.  After  many  days  the  eggs 
cracked  open  one  after  the  other — all  except  one. 
That  one  took  a  longer  time.  At  last  the  big  egg 
cracked  open  and  the  young  one  tumbled  out,  "look- 
ing so  large  and  ugly,"

What  a  sight  that  duckling  is. 
We  cannot  possibly  put  up  with 
him* — and  one  duck  immediately 
flew  at  him  and  bit  him  in  the 
neck.  .  .  .  Poor  duckling.  ..."  He 
was  pecked,  jostled,  and  teased  by 
the  ducks  and  hens  alike. 

"That  is  how  it  was  the  first 
day,  and  afterwards  things  grew 
worse  and  worse.  The  poor  duck- 
ling got  chivied  about  by  all  of 
them;  even  his  own  brothers  and 
sisters  treated  him  badly,  and  they 
kept  saying:  Tf  only  the  cat  would 
get  you,  you  ridiculous  great  guy!' 
And  the  mother  herself  wished  he 
were  far  away.  The  ducks  nipped 
him,  the  hens  pecked  him,  and  the 
maid  who  had  to  feed  the  poultry 
let  fly  at  him  with  her  foot." 

After  that,  he  ran  away  and 
fluttered  over  the  hedge,  and  the 
little  birds  in  the  bushes  grew 
frightened  and  flew  into  the  air. 
"  'That's  because  I'm  so  ugly,' 
thought  the  duckling  and  closed 
his  eyes — and  yet  managed  to  get 
away.  Eventually  he  came  out  to 
the  great  marsh  where  the  wild 
ducks  lived  and  lay  there  all  night, 
utterly  tired  and  dispirited." 

Even  the  wild  ducks  would  not 
fully  accept  him.  A  dog  ran  away 
from  him.  A  frightened  hen  told 
him  that  he  was  just  plain  stupid. 
He  finally  decided  to  go  into  the 
wide  world  alone.  Here  he  had 
many  trying  experiences.  Winter 
set  in  and  it  was  cold.  It  was  a 
dismal  winter,  but  finally  spring 
arrived. 
One  day  on  an  impulse  he  tried  his  wings.  "Al- 
most before  he  realized  it,  he  found  himself  in  a  big 
garden.  ...  It  was  so  lovely  here  in  all  the  fresh- 
ness of  spring!  And  straight  ahead  out  of  the 
thicket,  came  three  beautiful  white  swans.  .  .  .  The 
duckling  recognized  the  splendid  creatures  and  was 
overcome  with  a  strange  feeling  of  melancholy.  T 
will  fly  across  to  them,  those  royal  birds.'  He 
thought  that  perhaps  they  would  kill  him  and  he 
said  to  himself,  'Better  to  be  killed  by  them  than  be 
nipped  by  the  ducks,  pecked  by  the  hens,  kicked 
by  the  girl  who  minds  the  poultry,  and  suffer  hard- 
ship in  winter.'  He  flew  out  to  meet  them  and  as 
they  saw  him  they  came  towards  him.  He  was  trem- 
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bling  with  fear  and  bowed  his  head  to  the  water. 
"But  what  did  he  see  there  in  the  clear  stream? 
It  was  a  reflection  of  himself  that  he  saw  in  front 
of  him,  but  no  longer  a  clumsy  greyish  bird,  ugly 
and  unattractive — no,  he  was  himself  a  swan!  .  .  , 
He  felt  positively  glad  to  have  gone  through  so  much 
hardship  and  want;  it  helped  him  to  appreciate  all 
the  happiness  and  beauty  that  were  there  to  wel- 
come him.  And  the  three  great  swans  swam  round 
and  round  and  stroked  him  with  their  beaks. "^ 

2.    Alma's  Spiritual  Maturity 

Now  the  sons  of  Mosiah  were  numbered  among 
the  unbelievers;  and  also  one  of  the  sons  of  Alma 
was  numbered  among  them,  he  being  called  Alma, 
after  his  father;  nevertheless,  he  became  a  very 
wicked  and  an  idolatrous  man.  And  he  was  a  man 
of  many  words,  and  did  speak  much  flattery  to  the 
people;  therefore  he  led  many  of  the  people  to  do 
after  the  manner  of  his  iniquities. 

And  he  became  a  great  hinderment  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  church  of  God;  stealing  away  the 
hearts  of  the  people;  causing  much  dissension  among 
the  people;  giving  a  chance  for  the  enemy  of  God 
to  exercise  his  power  over  them.  (Mosiah  27:8,  9.) 

But  a  change  took  place  in  the  life  of  Alma.  An 
angel  appeared  unto  him  and  said,  "If  thou  wilt  of 
thyself  be  destroyed,  seek  no  more  to  destroy  the 
church  of  God."   (Alma  36:9.) 

As  a  result  of  this  experience,  he  gained  a  new 
insight.   He  wrote: 

.  .  .  I  was  racked  with  eternal  torment,  for  my 
soul  was  harrowed  up  to  the  greatest  degree  and 
racked  with  all  my  sins.  Yea,  I  did  remember  all 
my  sins  and  iniquities,  for  which  I  was  tormented 
with  the  pains  of  hell;  yea,  I  saw  that  I  had  rebelled 
against  my  God,  and  that  I  had  not  kept  his  holy 
commandments.  .  .  .  Oh,  thought  I,  that  I  could 
be  banished  and  become  extinct  both  soul  and  body, 
that  I  might  not  be  brought  to  stand  in  the  presence 
of  my  God,  to  be  judged  of  my  deeds.  (Alma  36: 
12, 13,  15.) 

But  Alma  made  a  personal  commitment  to  the 
Lord  and  he  changed  his  behavior. 

And  oh,  what  joy,  and  what  marvelous  light  I 
did  behold;  yea,  my  soul  was  filled  with  joy  as  ex- 
ceeding as  was  my  pain!  .  .  .  And  from  that  time 
even  until  now,  I  have  labored  without  ceasing,  that 
I  might  bring  souls  unto  repentance;  that  I  might 
bring  them  to  taste  of  the  exceeding  joy  of  which

/  did  taste;  that  they  might  also  be  born  of  God, 
and  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  .  .  .  And  now 
behold  .  .  .  the  Lord  doth  give  me  exceeding  great 
joy  in  the  fruit  of  my  labors,  (Alma  36:20,  24,  25.) 

3.    The  Change  in   Bill  Sands 

"The  son  of  a  politically  prominent  alcoholic 
father  and  a  sadistic,  socialite  mother,  BiU  Sands' 
childhood  was  desperately  unhappy.  Rejected  and 
rebellious  in  his  teens,  he  turned  to  crime  and  wound 
up  an  inmate  of  San  Quentin.  There  he  met  the 
two  men  who  changed  his  life:  the  famous  penal  re- 
former. Warden  Clinton  T.  Duffy  .  .  .  and  his  cell- 
mate, Caryl  Chessman. 

"Today  Sands  is  a  well-known  crusader  for  the 
prevention  of  crime  and  the  rehabilitation  of  would- 
be  and  ex-convicts.  His  story  is  one  of  the  most 
inspiring  in  the  annals  of  personal  Hterature."^ 

The  Big  Picture 

We  must  keep  in  mind  "the  big  picture"  in  our 
relationships  with  other  individuals.  We  must  be 
able  to  see  in  them  the  divine  potentials  of  their 
souls.  With  this  "big  picture"  in  mind,  our  relation- 
ships to  others  can  be  meaningful  and  helpful.  The 
following  ideas  may  assist  us  in  the  establishment 
of  such  relationships: 

1.  Practice  empathy.  This  means  trying  to  see 
the  situation  from  the  other  person's  point  of  view 
or  circumstances.  Our  youngest  son  is  named  Randy. 
He  is  seven  years  old.  I  often  say  to  myself,  "Reed, 
how  did  the  world  seem  to  you  when  you  were 
seven?"  This  helps  me  to  have  greater  understand- 
ing for  Randy. 

2.  Avoid  the  sensitive  line.  When  we  cross  the 
"sensitive  line"  in  a  relationship,  or  in  other  words, 
unjustly  hurt  the  feelings  of  another  person,  it  is 
more  difficult  for  us  to  get  through  to  that  person 
and  help  him.  On  the  other  hand,  if  we  constantly 
try  to  strengthen  our  relationships  with  others  by 
expressing  a  delicate  concern  for  them,  we  create  a 
climate  which  is  more  productive  and  permits  mean- 
ingful growth  for  both  the  giver  and  the  receiver. 

3.  Have  patience.  This  does  not  mean  to  stand 
by  idly  just  waiting  for  growth  to  occur.  Rather,  we 
need  a  creative  patience  through  which  we  can  seek 
to  help  another  internalize  the  meaning  of  divine 
principles:  the  importance  of  the  Lord  in  his  life; 
the  power  of  "being  born  again";  and  the  joy  of 
intellectual,  emotional,  social,  and  spiritual  growth.

We  can  achieve  this  by  setting  a  good  example  so 
that  the  other  person  can  see  a  living  model  of  ma- 
ture behavior.  A  parent  can  do  it  by  providing  his 
child  with  experiences  which  will  permit  him  to 
understand  from  within.  Generally,  we  achieve  most 
by  having  a  sensitive  and  delicate  concern  for  an- 
other person,  rather  than  by  trying  to  impose  be- 
havior. 

The  Holy  Ghost  shall  be  thy  constant  companion, 
and  thy  scepter  an  unchanging  scepter  of  righteous- 
ness and  truth;  and  thy  dominion  shall  be  an  ever- 
lasting dominion,  and  without  compulsory  means 
it  shall  flow  unto  thee  forever  and  ever.  (Doctrine 
and  Covenants  121:46.) 

In  an  address  entitled,  "Promises  to  Peter," 
Charles  W.  Shedd  indicated  a  number  of  things  he 


promised  his  son  who  was  then  twelve  hours  old. 
Among  other  things  he  said,  "I  promise  to  be  a  good 
waiter.  We  had  a  wonderful  .  .  .  lady  who  took 
care  of  Philip,  Karen,  and  Paul  until  she  moved 
away  recently.  When  she  left,  it  was  like  a  familiar 
tree  going  down  outside  the  window.  It  left  a  hole 
in  our  landscape.  Sometimes  when  we  would  scold 
your  big  brothers  or  sister,  she  would  say:  *Ah,  now, 
he's  only  little.  Just  let  him  grow.  ...  So  many 
things  work  out  in  time.'  "^ 

If  we  can  have  this  kind  of  creative  patience,  the 
ugly  duckling  may,  through  the  years,  become  a 
swan;  and  a  rebellious  young  Alma,  through  the 
years,  may  become  a  great  servant  of  the  Lord.

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hour  that  portion  that  shall  be  meted  to  every  man. 
(Doctrine  and  Covenants  84:85.) 

Constant  study  of  the  scriptures  and  of  the 
words  of  the  living  prophets,  with  a  diligent  effort 
to  apply  their  teachings  in  daily  life,  enables  the 
prayerful  teacher  to  teach  by  the  Spirit.  This  fact 
is  illustrated  by  Mormon's  report  of  the  sons  of 
Mosiah,  after  they  had  employed  their  time  teach- 
ing the  Lamanites.  Of  their  meeting  with  Alma, 
Mormon  wrote: 

. . .  Alma  did  rejoice  exceedingly  to  see  his  breth- 
ren; and  what  added  more  to  his  joy,  they  were  still 
his  brethren  in  the  Lord;  yea,  and  they  had  waxed 
strong  in  the  knowledge  of  the  truth;  for  they  were 
men  of  a  sound  understanding  and  they  had  searched 
the  scriptures  diligently,  that  they  might  know  the 
word  of  God. 


But  this  is  not  all;  they  had  given  themselves  to 
much  prayer,  and  fasting;  therefore  they  had  the 
spirit  of  prophecy,  and  the  spirit  of  revelation,  and 
when  they  taught,  they  taught  with  power  and  au- 
thority of  God.  (Alma  17:2,  3.) 

Granted,  the  modern  classroom  teacher  is  not 
faced  with  the  same  distractions  that  Jesus  en- 
coxmtered  on  the  streets  of  Jerusalem.  But  as  the 
teacher  today  faces  the  members  of  his  class,  he 
knows  that  there  may  be  many  among  them  whose 
thoughts  are  busily  occupied  with  the  cares  and  in- 
terests of  their  own  world.  To  be  a  great  teacher, 
he  must  compete  with  these  several  interests 
and  distractions;  and  to  do  so  effectively,  he  must 
draw  from  the  Hght  and  example  of  Jesus  and  teach 
divine  truth  with  power  from  on  high.

them  to  love  one  another,  and  to  serve  one  another. 
(Mosiah  4: 14,  15.) 

If  this  is  the  admonition  given  to  parents,  then 
it  is  also  a  good  formula  for  the  child  to  follow. 
When  the  parent  and  the  child  give  heed  to  this 
charge,  happiness  results.  Having  instructed,  guid- 
ed, and  taught  by  example,  with  constant  help  from 
their  Father  in  heaven  and  through  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  parents  can  sense  some  feeling  of  se- 
curity in  launching  this  precious  spirit  along  the 
path  to  adulthood.  Parents  delight  in  the  growth 


and  development  evident  in  their  child  or  six  or 
seven  as  he  learns  to  obey  God's  commandments, 
the  laws  of  the  home,  and  the  rules  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Parents  should  love  their  children,  and  with  the 
help  of  their  Heavenly  Father  strive  to  help  them 
realize  the  blessings  and  promises  given  to  them  as 
babies.  The  Lord  blesses  parents  with  great  joy 
when  their  children  succeed  in  well-doing,  for  each 
child  is  an  extension  of  his  parents.

"Everybody  loves  a  baby  ..."  says  the  song, 
although  this  is  not  always  true.  Many  parents  who 
once  loved  the  baby  begin  to  find  him  (or  her)  a 
trial  by  the  age  three  or  four,  sometimes  earlier. 
Many  "good"  babies  become  "bad"  toddlers  and 
preschoolers.  What  is  there  about  the  three-  or  four- 
year-old  that  often  makes  parents  want  to  "shut 
the  door"  on  him?  Why  do  children  frequently  shout 
and  scream  and  run  and  take  tantrums  and  yell 
"No!"  and  cry  and  break  things  and  refuse  to  do 
what  they  are  told  and  fight  and  squabble  and  .  .  . 
and  .  .  .  and  .  . .  ? 

The  Infant  and  the  Toddler 

Much  problem  behavior  can  be  accounted  for  by 
physical  changes  in  the  child  as  he  leaves  babyhood 
and  approaches  the  toddler  and  preschool  age.  It  is 
true  that  every  baby  is  sometimes  an  annoyance. 
He  cries.  He  must  be  changed  and  given  physical 
care.  He  may  keep  the  family  up  at  night.  However, 
a  baby's  physical  incapacity  places  certain  restric- 
tions upon  his  ability  to  be  a  nuisance.  He  is  rela- 
tively easily  confined  in  an  area  or  room.  He  can- 
not reach  things  above  a  certain  height.  Due  to  lack 
of  biological  preparation  (and  insufficient  learning) 
he  cannot  "talk  back."  He  cannot  run,  shout,  physi- 
cally resist,  fight,  or  squabble;  and  it  is  not  too 
difficult  to  prevent  him  from  doing  undesirable 
things  such  as  breaking  objects. 

With  further  maturity,  the  child's  capacities  in- 
crease. He  can  reach  things,  break  things,  talk  back, 
run,  shout,  resist,  fight,  and  squabble.  He  may  do 
these  things  very  infrequently,  or  he  may  act  this 
way  most  of  the  time,  but  in  either  case,  for  the 
first  time  he  is  physically  able  to  do  a  great  many 
things  he  was  not  able  to  do  as  a  baby. 

Attention  Is  A  Reward 

Many  things  determine  whether  these  behaviors 

(Of  particular   interest  to  teachers  and  parents   of  very   young 
children.) 


become  typical  or  rare.  Probably  the  most  important 
of  these  is  whether  or  not  the  behavior  receives 
adult  attention.  While  an  infant  is  being  physically 
cared  for,  he  is  also  given  a  certain  amount  of  social 
attention.  As  adult  attention  frequently  is  received 
at  about  the  same  time  as  physical  satisfaction,  the 
attention  itself  becomes  rewarding.  In  this  way, 
early  in  infancy,  adult  attention  acquires  the  capa- 
bility to  reward  behavior.  By  the  time  a  child  reaches 
the  toddler  or  pre-school  age,  much  of  his  activity 
is  controlled  by  such  social  reinforcement. 

Many  of  the  new  things  a  toddler  can  do  are 
disturbing  to  adults.  The  adult  attempts  to  stop  the 
yeUing  or  reaching  for  objects  which  should  not  be 
touched,  and  in  so  doing  attends  to  the  child  and 
thus  provides  social  reward  for  the  xmdesired  be- 
havior. Unfortunately,  there  is  research  to  suggest 
that  even  a  reprimand  or  other  punishment  may 
strengthen  the  behavior  it  follows;  that  is,  adult  at- 
tention in  any  form  may  make  the  preceding  activity 
of  the  child  more  frequent,  simply  because  attention 
was  given.  Furthermore,  those  behaviors  in  chil- 
dren which  please  adults,  .such  as  happy,  coopera- 
tive, or  constructive  play,  are  likely  to  be  ignored 
— parents  do  not  "bother"  kids  when  they  are 
"good."  So  pleasing  behavior  is  ignored,  while  dis- 
agreeable behavior  is  reinforced. 

Parents  perpetuate  this  problem  because  the 
cessation  of  the  undesirable  activity  provides  im- 
mediate relief  for  them.  A  quick  spat  or  angry  state- 
ment stops  the  child's  disagreeable  behavior  for  the 
moment,  and  this  pleases  any  parent,  even  though 
in  the  long  run  it  may  increase  the  frequency  of  the 
displeasing  activity.  A  tired  parent  is  also  relieved 
to  see  his  sometimes  noisy  child  in  quiet  play,  and 
thus  does  not  give  the  child  attention  when  he  is 
behaving  appropriately. 

The  Solution 

The  solution  to  such  a  problem  is  difficult  to 
carry  out,  though  easy  to  describe.  It  involves  the 
reversal  of  the  situations  previously  discussed.  The 
parents  should  provide  frequent  attention  in  the 
form  of  comments,  smiles,  and  pats  when  the  child 
is  behaving  in  a  desirable  fashion.  Whenever  pos- 
sible, the  child  should  be  ignored  when  misbehaving. 
Dangerous  behavior,  of  course,  must  be  stopped;  but 
it  is  best  to  use  means  which  minimize  the  social 
attention  given  the  child. 

All  young  children  are  problems  at  some  time 
or  other.  The  way  in  which  the  parent  responds 
when  these  occasional  misbehaviors  occur  deter- 
mines whether  "sometimes"  becomes  "always"  or 
"hardly  ever."

In  a  recent  discussion  with  my  class  of  college 
students  on  the  roles  of  woman  portrayed  in 
twentieth-century  literature,  I  discovered  that  in 
our  "twisted  age"^  there  is  not  only  a  great  concern 
for  the  lost  ideal  of  femininity,  but  a  basic  despair 
in  the  hearts  of  many  young  people  regarding  the 
concept  of  virtue  itself.  That  these  problems  have 
been  with  us  to  one  degree  or  another  throughout 
the  ages  is  obvious;  but  each  generation  must  re- 
examine the  conflicts  for  itself.  And  for  this 
generation  the  conflicts  seem  especially  great. 

As  the  class  spoke  of  the  strange  and  alienated 
heroines  they  were  reading  about,  one  student  re- 
marked on  the  timelessness  and  imiversality  of 
these  problems;  he  said  that  the  author  of  Proverbs, 
far  back  in  Old  Testament  times,  had  certainly 
posed  well  the  question  that  is  so  real  for  us  today: 
"Who  can  find  a  virtuous  woman?" 

The  Ideal  Is  Eternal 

When  we  focus  upon  the  31st  chapter  of  Pro- 
verbs, we  find  listed  the  qualities  of  a  virtuous 
woman  and  a  description  of  the  true  essence  of 
womanly  virtue. 

Who  can  find  a  virtuous  woman?  for  her  price  is 
far  above  rubies. 

The  heart  of  her  husband  doth  safely  trust  in 
her,  so  that  he  shall  have  no  need  of  spoil.

Strength  and  honour  are  her  clothing;  and  she 
shall  rejoice  in  time  to  come. 

She  openeth  her  mouth  with  wisdom;  and  in 
her  tongue  is  the  law  of  kindness.

She  looketh  well  to  the  ways  of  her  household, 
and  eateth  not  the  bread  of  idleness. 

Her  children  arise  up,  and  call  her  blessed;  her 
husband  also,  and  he  praiseth  her. 

Many  daughters  have  done  virtuously,  but  thou 
excellest  them  all. 

Favour  is  deceitful,  and  beauty  is  vain:  but  a 
woman  that  feareth  the  Lord,  she  shall  be  praised. 

Give  her  of  the  fruit  of  her  hands;  and  let  her 
own  works  praise  her  in  the  gates.  (Proverbs 
31:10-31.) 

Modem  prophets  have  corroborated  the  sound 
concepts  of  this  ancient  tour  de  force,  and  have 
shown  that  the  ideal  of  femininity  is  as  eternal 
and  unchangeable  as  all  other  gospel  principles. 

Chapters  10  to  31  of  Proverbs  make  up  a  well- 
written  poem;  interesting  not  only  for  their  develop- 
ment of  the  theme  of  virtue,  but  also  for  the  in- 
formation they  relate  regarding  domestic  activities 
of  the  time  and  the  degree  of  responsibility  assumed 
by  the  wife  as  a  homemaker  in  ancient  Israel.  We 
may  assume  that  the  author  of  Proverbs  had  as  his 
intent  a  course  in  "applied  religion,"  as  it  were,  and 
his  writings  were  meant  to  fill  the  same  function 
that  many  of  our  Church  manuals  have  today.  He 
wanted  to  establish  contact  with  his  readers  by  re- 
ferring to  the  traditional  mores  of  the  community 
and  the  proverbial  lore  of  the  common  life.  The 
common-sense  tone  revealed  in  the  31st  chapter  is 
particularly  valuable  for  the  twentieth-century 
reader,  since  this  wisdom  literature  is  as  valid  and 
true  today  as  it  was  then.- 

"Who  can  find  a  virtuous  woman?"  The  scrip- 
tures say  that  "her  price  is  far  above  rubies" 
(worldly  wealth).  But  blessed  is  the  woman  who  is 
true,  for  "the  heart  of  her  husband  doth  safely  trust 
in  her."'  (Proverbs  31:10,  11.) 

President  McKay  has  said  many  times:  "Mere 
outside  adornment  may  please  the  senses  of  many 
superficial  admirers;  the  adornment  of  the  soul  and 
the  chastity  of  true  womanhood  will  awaken  in  the 
soul  of  true  manhood  enduring  life,  that  eternal 
principle  which  some  day  will  redeem  the  world."^ 

A  virtuous  woman  is  trustworthy.  Her  husband 
knows  that  "she  will  do  him  good  and  not  evil  all 
the  days  of  her  life."  (Proverbs  31:12.) 

"A  Doer  of  Good" 

One  of  the  greatest  characteristics  of  a  virtuous 
woman  is  that  she  is  a  "doer  of  good."  Repeatedly, 
in  both  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  this  idea  finds

striking  parallels.  Usually,  as  in  an  earlier  verse  in 
Proverbs,  "doing  good"  is  linked  with  a  meek  atti- 
tude. Further,  this  virtue  is  illustrated  by  the  refusal 
of  the  virtuous  woman  to  backbite  or  gossip.  (See 
Proverbs  25:23,  24.)  This  spirit  of  meekness  is  the 
subject  of  much  modem  scripture,  too.  In  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  Emma  Smith  is  advised 
to  "be  a  comfort  unto — thy  husband,  in  his  afflic- 
tions, with  consoling  words,  in  the  spirit  of  meek- 
ness." (Doctrine  and  Covenants  25:5.) 

The  third  thing  the  author  of  Proverbs  insists 
upon  is  that  a  virtous  woman  is  able  to  work 
manually.  This  meant  the  same  thing  in  ancient 
times  as  it  does  today — sewing,  cooking,  repairing — 
along  with  the  modern  extensions  such  as  ironing, 
knitting,  meal  planning,  and  so  on.  But  Proverbs 
does  not  stop  there:  the  virtuous  woman  not  only 
is  able  to  work  with  her  hands,  she  "worketh  willing- 
ly." She  delights  in  her  abihty  to  be  handy  around 
the  house.  Her  ability  to  "ply  the  spindle"  and  to 
"work  at  it  with  a  will"  was  a  critical  need  in  ancient 
Israel.  This  is  sometimes  difficult  for  us,  in  our 
technology-oriented  world,  to  understand.  It  is 
obvious,  however,  that  as  we  face  the  tribulation  and 
disaster  of  the  latter  days,  the  time  may  come  when 
a  woman  will  be  forced  to  rely  on  her  own  handiness 
to  provide  a  household  with  material  necessities. 

"Her  Price  Is  Far  Above  Rubies" 

The  concept  of  femininity  today  has  not  been 
lost,  but  instead  twisted  into  much  the  opposite  of 
the  eternal  law  given  by  virtually  all  the  prophets, 
from  the  beginning  to  the  present  days.  That  the 
idea  of  womanly  virtue  has  been  twisted,  too,  is  also 
apparent.  Virtue  is  always  linked  with  certain  char- 
acteristics in  the  scriptures,  and  three  particular 
qualities  of  a  virtuous  woman  are  mentioned  over 
and  over: 

First,  virtue  precludes  gossiping  and  shrewish- 
ness. The  virtuous  woman  "openeth  her  mouth  with 
wisdom;  and  in  her  tongue  is  the  law  of  kindness." 
(Proverbs  31:26.) 

Second,  virtue  means  the  inviolate  body.  As 
President  McKay  has  told  us  many  times,  "Chastity 
is  the  crown  of  beautiful  womanhood."* 

Third,  virtue  permits  no  idleness:  "Her  candle 
goeth  not  out- by  night,"  and  she  "eateth  not  the 
bread  of  idleness."  (Proverbs  31:18,  27.) 

If  women,  then,  are  to  be  "virtuous,  lovely,  and 
of  good  report,"  they  will  examine  the  words  of 
scripture.  And  they  will  find  that  a  virtuous  woman 
is  trustworthy,  a  doer  of  good,  a  willing  worker

A  Living  Son 

When  man  was  ready  to  be  taught,  God  the 
Father  sent  a  living  Son  to  do  the  teaching.  The 
Son  used  good  teaching  principles.  He  was  filled  to 
capacity  with  his  subject.  He  was  motivated  by 
compassion  and  love  for  his  students  and  he  told 
and  showed  them  that  this  was  so.  They  reacted 
strongly,  emotionally,  to  his  teaching.  He  was  never 
seen  to  read  from  a  manual.  He  wrote  in  the  sand 
once.  His  eye-control  was  effective,  for  he  always 
looked  at  those  he  taught.

A  Child 

There  was  in  a  small  town  many  years  ago  a 
seven-year-old  brattish  child.  He  did  not  seek  after 
learning  but  wilfully  resisted  his  second-grade  teach- 
er's efforts  to  reach  him.  One  day  a  small  but  pain- 
ful accident  occurred  on  the  school  grounds  which 
involved  this  oppugnant  boy.  He  was  led  to  the 
teacher.  With  love  and  compassion  she  drew  the 
rebel  to  her  and  comforted  him  against  her  bosom. 
A  great  tide  of  love  and  reassurance  flooded  through 
the  small  dissenter,  and  his  rebelliousness  was  re- 
placed with  a  sense  of  warmth  and  loyalty.  After 
45  years  those  emotions  are  still  strong  in  my  breast 
for  Miss  Leland! 

A  child — therein  lies  all  good — and,  potentially, 
all  bad.  The  locked-on  sophistry  of  worldly-wise 
adulthood  has  not  yet  hardened  beyond  the  scratch- 
ing point,  and  so  it  peels  back  hke  bark  on  a  spring 
sapling  to  reveal  the  white  wood  of  purity  beneath 
— the  trusting  credulousness,  the  open-eyed  accept- 
ance of  things-as-they-seem-to-be. 

Old,  thick-barked  minds,  grown  incapable  of 
swift  bending  to  the  whisperings  of  teaching  winds, 
still  marvel  through  spHt  and  checked  layers  of  rigid- 
ity at  the  freshness  of  spirit  which,  in  naive  whole- 
someness,  stands  unabashed  and  open  in  a  young 
child's  sweet  acceptance. 
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FINDING   GOD

If  we  can  accept  this  concept  of  the  child,  we 
automatically  place  ourselves,  as  teachers,  in  the 
role  of  tender,  compassionate  leaders  of  the  learning 
adventure.  We  shun  the  image  of  the  driver,  the 
doctrine  of  harsh  discipline,  the  Luciferian  logic  of 
force.  This  does  not  mean  that  we  do  not  know 
where  we  are  going;  it  only  helps  us  stress  the  better 
way  to  get  there. 

The  Teacher 

I  recall  a  master  teacher  in  a  third-grade  situa- 
tion. When  the  on-going  activity  had  reached  the 
point  of  climax  and  the  time  had  come  for  a  change 
of  direction  and  emphasis,  the  teacher  would  begin 
to  softly  sing  a  song  that  all  the  children  knew.  As 
those  nearest  her  heard,  they  put  their  work  away 
and  gathered  around  her  and  joined  in  the  singing, 


softly  and  sweetly.  The  attention  spread  like  widen- 
ing ripples,  and  soon  all  were  singing.  At  the  end 
of  the  song  all  were  ready  to  listen  to  instructions 
and  directions  for  the  next  adventure.  This  was  an 
agreed-upon  procedure  which  was  pleasant  and  effi- 
cient for  that  teacher.  Because  I  was  timid  about 
singing,  I  had  to  develop  another  type  of  procedure 
for  passing  from  one  activity  to  another  with  my 
fourth-grade  class.  The  point  is  that  the  procedure 
was  mutually  accepted  and  agreeable  to  both  stu- 
dents and  teacher. 

When  the  teacher  takes  the  children  into  her 
confidence  ^and  treats  them  with  high  regard,  as 
people,  she  sets  the  pattern  for  interpersonal  rela- 
tionships for  the  entire  class.  She  is  then  ready  to 
lead  the  inquiring  minds  of  her  fellow  seekers,  with 
faith  and  humility,  in  the  quest  for  further  light 
and  knowledge. 

THE  CALL  TO  TEACH 

The  call  to  teach  is  a  total  call; 
To  be  involved  and  give  our  all. 
Our  eyes  to  read,  our  tongues  to  speak, 
Our  hearts  to  feel,  our  souls  to  seek. 
Not  just  to  stand  at  the  classroom  head, 
But  to  fitl  the  room  with  our  spirit  instead. 
To  humble  ourselves  and  seek  the  way. 
To  ask  for  knowledge,  for  wisdom,  and  pray 
That  God  will  make  and  keep  us  true 
To  this  total  task  we're  called  to  do.

Building  Personal

by  Alexander  Schreiner 


Forty  years  ago  the  philosopher  Will  Durant  pub- 
lished his  fascinating  list  of  one  hundred  best  books 
which  would  provide  a  liberal  education.  He  recom- 
mended his  books  as  an  opportunity  for  a  royal 
companionship  with  the  world's  best  minds,  ever 
available  at  the  reader's  beck  and  call. 

In  a  similar  spirit,  here  is  a  list  of  one  hundred 
books  of  music  for  keeping  company  with  the  great- 
est musicians  of  all  time.  This  list  is  intended  for 
the  guidance  of  organists  and  choristers.  There  are 
60  items  for  piano  and  40  for  organ.  An  intimate 
association  with  these  hundred  compositions  will  re- 
sult in  the  acquisition  of  a  superior  musical  ability. 

I  have  traveled  with  the  greatest  pleasure  and 
adventure    through    these    hundred    masterpieces, 


though  I  must  confess  that  much  of  my  traveling 
was  "on  the  run."  I  had  Httle  difficulty  in  playing 
the  piano  and  vocal  oratorio  scores  on  the  organ  at 
sight.  There  were  many  other  items  which  I  also 
read  on  sight,  as  one  reads  a  book  or  a  newspaper. 
Compositions  that  were  too  difficult  at  the  moment, 
I  perused,  enjoyed,  and  put  aside  for  more  serious 
consideration  later. 

Studies  for  Organists 

If  you  are  going  to  become  an  organist,  you  will 
make  the  fastest  and  most  efficient  progress  by  tak- 
ing up  all  the  items  in  order,  one  to  a  hundred.  Be- 
ginning on  the  piano  will  enable  you  to  develop  the 
fleetness  of  fingers  which  is  necessary  for  good  organ 
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Editor's  Note— This  is  the  article  referred  to  at  The 
Instructor  breakfast,  October  5,  1968.  Brother  Schrein- 
er  has  been  a  member  of  the  Sunday  School  general 
board  since  1943,  and  he  became  organist  at  the 
Tabernacle  April  7,  1924.  This  article  states  his 
personal  belief  regarding  the  value  of  thorough  dis- 
cipline in  musicianship  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
petent teacher.  Other  musicians  of  standing  may  not 
agree  with  his  particular  list  or  with  his  appraisal  of 


playing.  Not  only  finger  ability,  but  also  reading 
ability  and  musical  understanding  are  learned  more 
quickly  at  the  piano  than  at  the  organ.  A  good 
organist  always  has  a  good  piano  background. 

For  Church  organists,  items  1  to  5  and  61  to  65 
will  suffice  as  preparation  for  playing  in  meetings. 

Organ  pedals-.  Organ-pedal  technique  is  much 
more  easily  acquired  than  finger  technique.  Usually 
organists  make  fewer  mistakes  in  the  pedals  than 
they  do  in  the  fingers.  A  superior  pedal  technique 
can  be  developed  in  a  remarkably  short  time.  If 
need  be,  the  organ  can  even  be  played  quite  satis- 
factorily without  the  use  of  any  pedals.  Indeed, 
young  organists  usually  use  the  pedals  too  much. 
In  HandeFs  time  most  organs  in  England  had  no 
pedals. 

Studies  for  Choristers 

Items  one  and  two,  61  and  62,  are  especially  rec- 
ommended for  the  development  of  musicianship, 
which  should  be  the  chorister's  primary  concern. 
Musicianship  is  the  ability  to  read  music  readily,  to 
understand  its  message,  and  to  develop  a  feeling 
for  its  natural  expression  in  terms  of  rhythm,  mel-  . 
ody,  and  harmony. 

Baton  technique  is  more  easily  learned  than 
musicianship;  it  is  also  less  important.  A  person  with 
musicianship  will  instinctively  give  a  downbeat  at 
the  beginning  of  each  measure,  with  other  beats 
falling  naturally  in  line.  A  conductor  who  is  musical 
may  conduct  very  well  even  with  unconventional 
beat  patterns. 

How  to  Study  Music 

Basically,  there  is  only  one  way  to  study  music 
and  that  is  with  the  help  of  a  teacher.  One  cannot 
become  either  a  chorister  or  organist  merely  by 
reading  music  articles.  This  present  article  is  mainly 
intended  to  invite  you,  persuade  you,  even  urge 
you,  to  take  lessons. 

How  much  practice'?  I  recommend  one  hour 
daily.  If  desired,  an  extra  hour  can  be  practiced  on 
Saturdays  in  order  to  leave  out  practicing  on  Sun- 
days. This  modest  schedule  is  recommended  only 


such  techniques  as  use  of  the  baton,  but  they  do  re- 
spect his  personal  example  of  achievement  and  agree 
that  a  mastery  of  the  literature  and  materials  of 
music  is  essential  to  full  development  as  a  musician. 
We  are  indebeted  to  Alexander  Schreiner  for  the  care- 
ful preparation  of  this  manuscript,  which,  in  a  very 
real  sense,  has  been  in  the  creative  process  through- 
out his  entire  musical  life.

for  amateurs;  it  is  not  sufficient  for  anyone  with 
professional  aspirations. 

This  music  list  of  one  hundred  items  is  not  only 
a  recommended  program  of  study;  it  can  also  be 
used  as  a  kind  of  meter-stick,  comprising  one  hun- 
dred centimeters,  with  which  you  may  measure  some- 
what your  musical  stature. 

Technical  studies:  In  the  complete  list  there  are 
only  five  books  of  technical  studies  for  piano  (4,  6, 
14,  18,  28)  and  only  two  for  organ  (61,  63).  The 
rest  of  the  list  is  pure  gold.  To  produce  a  musician 
of  concert  stature,  considerably  more  than  these 
seven  items  of  technical  studies  are  required.  In 
this  list,  technical  material  has  been  kept  at  a  mini- 
mum so  that  the  time  and  effort  spent  will  offer 
the  student  the  excitement  of  studying  and  playing 
the  inspiring  compositions  of  the  great  composers. 
The  magic  formula:  I  know  that  we  are  all  look- 
ing for  a  magic  formula  or  a  magic  pill  to  give  us 
musical  ability  instantly.  But  such  a  pill  does  not 
exist.  If  you  love  music,  you  will  eagerly  devour  this 
list  of  the  finest  music — with  the  help  of  a  teacher. 
It  is  a  sublime  feast  for  all  who  will  partake  of  it. 

When  to  Begin 

Begin  your  study,  for  amateur  purposes,  at  any 
age.  (Those  with  professional  hopes  need  to  begin 
at  age  eight  or  earlier.)  The  usual  excuse  offered  by 
adults  against  study  is  the  profusion  of  distractions. 
But  the  fact  is  that  this  is  true  at  any  age.  A  child 
also  has  many  outside  interests  and  distractions.  It 
is  finally  a  matter  of  doing  what  you  really  want 
to  do.  We  know  clearly  today  that  age  is  no  handi- 
cap to  learning. 

The  present  piano  list  should  be  covered  pretty 
well  in  about  ten  years,  perhaps  between  ages  eight 
and  18.  The  organ  list  should  take  four  years  and 
may,  in  part,  be  covered  simultaneously  with  the 
piano  list. 

The  early  bird:  Mozart  began  playing  the  piano 
at  three,  and  Beethoven  at  four  years  of  age.  The 
earlier  one's  interest  is  aroused,  the  earlier  he  will 
be  ready  for  service.  It  has  been  said  that  a  musi-

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cian  should  aim  to  attain  his  eminence  early  in  life, 
and  then  live  many  years  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  it. 
The  point  is,  that  one  should  learn  to  enjoy  music 
early  in  life  and  then  take  advantage  of  the  help 
and  discipline  of  a  good  teacher.  It  is  possible  to 
begin  the  professional  study  of  science,  law,  medi- 
cine, or  engineering  at  age  18,  but  in  music  the 
professional  course  should  begin  at  least  ten  years 
earlier. 

Vacations?  No  vacations  are  needed  from  lessons 
and  learning  new  music.  When  Christmas  Day  hap- 
pened to  coincide  with  my  lesson  day,  I  always 
asked  my  teacher  if  I  might  take  the  lesson  the  day 
before  or  after.  Who  wants  a  vacation  from  happi- 
ness? 

Off  the  ground  into  music:  Begin  then,  with  a 
flying  start.  Have  your  wings  in  good  working  order

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so  that  you  can  soon  get  off  the  muddy  ground  into 
the  delightful  atmosphere  of  music  itself.  Go  through 
items  one  to  five  in  the  first  year.  It  has  been  done, 
and  it  can  be  done  again.  You  might  even  omit  item 
one  (which  is  really  for  "fraidy-cats")  and  begin 
boldly  with  item  two. 

How  thoroughly?  The  list  of  music  need  not  all 
be  learned  to  perfection.  All  of  it  should  be  covered 
with  a  reasonable  degree  of  understanding.  This  will 
develop  musicianship.  For  example,  you  cannot 
learn  to  play  convincingly  one  Beethoven  sonata 
alone.  You  need  to  know  a  number  of  Beethoven 
sonatas  quite  well  in  order  to  have  some  compre- 
hension of  Beethoven's  style  of  expression. 

Perhaps  some  40  percent  of  the  list  needs  to  be 
learned  only  a  degree  better  than  sight-reading. 
This  will  strengthen  sight-reading  ability. 

Some  50  percent  of  the  list  should  be  learned

Some  10  percent  or  more  should  be  learned  ex- 
pertly and  memorized.  Make  your  own  choices  from 
those  works  which  please  you  the  most. 

The  Heart  of  the  Matter 

The  core  of  the  piano  Hst  is  Beethoven.  Allow 
three  years  for  the  assimilation  of  the  sonatas. 
Naturaily,  you  will  be  working  through  other  com- 
positions at  the  same  time.  I  do  not  discriminate 
among  any  of  the  32  sonatas.  Each  has  the  value 
of  a  10-carat  diamond.  The  Bach  preludes  and 
fugues  are  smaller,  but  their  cut  is  more  brilliant. 

The  core  of  the  organ  list,  naturally,  is  Bach. 
Each  opus  is  a  monument.  There  are  no  dramatic 
climaxes  in  his  music;  he  begins  his  pieces  with  all 
the  intensity  of  a  climax  and  continues  just  as  force- 
fully in  expression  until  the  end.  All  of  his  music 
is  lofty  and  exalted. 

Committing  to  memory :  You  need  not  be  afraid 
of  memorizing.  "That  which  you  persist  in  doing 
becomes  easy  to  do."  There  is  always  some  degree 
of  work  entailed  in  reading  the  printed  music  page. 
This  work  is  eliminated  when  you  play  from  mem- 
ory. And  to  play  from  memory  is  emancipation — it 
lifts  you  off.  the  ground  and  into  the  wide  blue 
sky;  the  musical  expression  takes  over  in  its  right- 
ful power.   Anyone  can  play  better  from  memory. 

Marcel  Dupre  memorized  the  entire  collection 
of  Bach  organ  works,  then  played  them  publicly  at 
the  Paris  Conservatory  in  10  two-hour  concerts. 

Charles  Courboin,  when  organist  at  Philadelphia 
Wanamakers,  memorized  1,000  pieces,  one  a  week. 

I  memorize  one  page  per  day  when  preparing  a 
new  concert  program. 

Early  ambition:  Young  people  sometimes  de- 
velop ambition  to  play  an  organ  because  of  its  size. 
They  are  eager  (to  near  the  bursting  point)  to  play 
an  organ,  just  as  some  boys  long  to  run  a  racing 
automobile,  or  a  railroad  engine,  or  a  fire  truck. 
Then,  when  an  opportunity  comes  to  play  a  big 
organ,  they  find  to  their  distress  that  their  wrong 
notes  sound  worse  than  usual,  and  their  discords 
are  magnified  by  the  larger  instrument. 

Practicing  on  a  large  or  medium-large  organ  is 
not  necessary  or  even  advisable.  There  is  too  much 
mechanical  distraction  from  the  music.  Students 
who  study  with  the  masters  in  Europe  practice 
mostly  on  pedal  pianos,  the  equivalent  of  a  one- 
manual  console. 


Large  Repertory 

Does  the  list  still  look  formidable  to  you?  Don't 
let  it.  I  remember  Nathan  Milstein's  saying  that  in 
his  youth  he  was  ravenous  for  music  and  more  music. 
The  violin  repertory  was  not  nearly  large  enough  to 
satisfy  him.  He  played  not  only  all  the  violin  clas- 
sics, but  also  the  works  of  second-  and  third-rate 
composers.  He  played  piano  music  on  his  violin,  in- 
cluding the  24  piano  preludes  of  Chopin. 

This  reminds  me  of  the  days  when  I  also  de- 
voured all  the  music  I  had,  all  I  could  borrow,  and 
everything  the  public  library  had  to  offer.  Among 
this  wonderful  mass  of  materials  were  dozens  of 
piano  scores  for  operas,  and  a  particularly  fine  col- 
lection of  100  art  songs  which  I  sang  enthusiastic- 
ally to  my  own  accompaniment.  I  have  wondered 
how  many  singers  are  aware  of  this  magnificent 
collection  put  together  by  Henry  T.  Finck  in  1917. 
There  are  10  songs  by  each  of  10  great  composers: 
Schubert,  Tschaikowsky,  Richard  Strauss,  Grieg, 
etc.    The  songs  are  sublime  and  soul  stirring. 

Another  experience  for  which  I  shall  ever  be 
grateful  to  the  Salt  Lake  Public  Library  was  the 
use  of  20  volumes  of  music  which  Paderewski  used 
in  10  piano  recitals.  This  was  a  banquet  of  music 
to  exalt  anyone's  spirit. 

Advanced  studies:  In  order  that  you  may  have 
a  complete  view  of  the  whole  field  of  music,  let  us 
consider  some  of  the  other  areas  that  a  serious  music 
student  will  wish  to  master.  There  is  the  study  of 
harmony  (two  years),  counterpoint  (one  year), 
canon,  fugue,  composition,  orchestration.  In  addi- 
tion, a  music  student  needs  experience  in  ensemble 
playing  and  orchestra.  It  would  be  well  for  the 
organist  to  play  the  violin  in  an  orchestra,  and  the 
tuba  in  a  band.  Both  of  these  experiences  are  happy 
memories  of  mine  from  high  school  days.  I  have 
also  a  traverse  fife  and  a  chromatic  harmonica  which 
ask  to  be  blown.  However,  at  present  I  am  even 
more  eager  to  make  my  own  model  of  a  shepherd's 
panpipe,  and  to  play  its  unusual  scales. 

The  divine  art:  "Art  is  long  and  time  is  passing."^ 
No  one  person  has  more  time  than  another.  Let  us 
take  what  time  we  have  to  honor  the  musical  art, 
to  embrace  it,  to  cherish  it,  and  to  use  it  in  sound- 
ing praise,  honor,  and  glory  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
in  our  worship  as  Latter-day  Saints. 

Don't  forget  to  engage  the  help  of  a  teacher. 
What  he  helps  you  to  acquire  will  always  be  your 
very  own,  both  in  this  life  and  the  next.

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It  Happened  at 
Cartilage  Jail 

A  Flannelboard  Story  by  Marie  F.  Felt 


(Reference:  Documentary  History  of  the  Church,  Vol. 
6,  pages  416  to  631.  See  also  Doctrine  and  Covenants  135.) 

Early  in  1844  the  making  of  a  great  sorrow  began 
in  Nauvoo.  This  tribulation  the  saints  must  suffer 
was  secretly  devised  by  a  group  of  disaffected  Mor- 
mons. They  had  lost  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  and  were 
being  led  by  Satan's  evil  designs.  To  shape  their 
plan,  these  men  printed  a  newspaper  called  The 
Nauvoo  Expositor,  advocating  that  the  Nauvoo 
Charter/  which  had  been  a  protection  to  the  saints, 
be  repealed. 

Joseph  Smith,  mayor  of  Nauvoo,  held  a  council 
meeting  with  Nauvoo  city  authorities,  and  through 
a  decision  made  there,  the  city  marshal  destroyed 
the  apostates'  printing  press  and  paper.  Mayor  Jo- 
seph Smith  publicly  announced  that  the  people 
could  publish  as  many  good  papers  in  Nauvoo  as 
they  wished,  but  no  evil  or  slanderous  newspaper 
would  be  allowed. 

When  the  newspaper  building  of  the  apostate 
Mormons  burned  to  the  ground,  these  men  fled  to 
Carthage,  the  county  seat  of  Hancock  County, 
Illinois,  and  before  the  authorities  there  they  ac- 
cused the  Mormons  of  destroying  their  press  and 
burning  their  building. 

Without  investigating  to  find  out  the  truth  of 
the  matter,  a  resident  officer  of  Carthage,  a  non- 
Mormon,  rushed  to  Nauvoo  and  arrested  Joseph 
Smith.  The  Prophet  was  tried  in  a  Nauvoo  court; 
and  since  the  judge  could  find  him  guilty  of  no  of- 
fense, the  court  dismissed  the  case.  Joseph,  along 
with  the  city  council,  "was  released.

iThe  Nauvoo  Charter  was  a  legal  contract  drawn  up  between  the 
state  of  Illinois  and  the  City  of  Nauvoo,  guaranteeing  rights,  priv- 
iliges.  and  franchises  from  the  sovereign  power  of  the  Sj.ate  to 
the  people  of  Nauvoo.  John  C.  Bennett  wrote  to  the  editors  ot 
Times  and  Seasons  telling  them  about  the  passage  of  the  act  in- 
corporating Nauvoo:  ,         ■     ,  j 

The  act  of  incorporating  the  city  of  Nauvoo  has  oust  passed 
the  council  of  revision,  and  is  now  a  law  of  the  land,  to  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  February  next 
[date  of  letter,  December  16.  1840]  .The  aforesaid  act  contains  two 
additional  charters — one  incorporating  the  "Nauvoo  Legion,  the 
other  the  "University  of  the  city  of  Nalivoo."  (Documentary  History 
of  the  Church,  Volume  4;  page  248.) 

Joseph  Smith  said: 

The  City  Charter  of  Nauvoo  is  of  my  own  plan  and  device.  I 
concocted  it  for  the  salvation  of  the  Church,  and  on  principles  so 
broad,  that  every  honest  man  might  dwell  secure  under  its  pro- 
tective influence  without  distinction  of  sect  or  party.  (Documentary 
History  of  the  Church,  Volume  4;  page  249.) 
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These  decisions  of  the  Nauvoo  court  did  not 
please  those  men  who  had  lost  their  newspaper. 
These  court  decisions  only  made  them  more  deter- 
mined than  ever  to  take  revenge  on  Joseph  Smith. 
This  time  they  persuaded  the  governor  of  Illinois 
to  act.  lEnd  of  Prologue.] 

In  order  to  please  them,  the  governor  sent  word 
to  Joseph  Smith  and  the  city  council  to  come  to 
Carthage  and  be  retried  for  the  same  charge.  This 
time  they  would  go  before  a  judge  who  was  a  bitter 
enemy  of  both  Joseph  Smith  and  the  Church. 

In  reply,  Joseph  sent  two  letters  to  the  governor 
— one  written  in  the  morning  and  the  other  that 
same  evening.  In  these  two  letters  he  explained 
that  he  and  the  city  council  members  had,  at  the 
beginning  of  this  trouble,  offered  to  stand  trial  be- 
fore any  non-Mormon  judge  in  the  vicinity  of  Nau- 
voo. But  they  dared  not  come  to  Carthage  because 
their  lives  would  be  in  danger  from  the  mobs.  He 
further  declared  that  if  the  court  of  IlHnois  should 
rule  that  the  action  of  Nauvoo  city  had  been  wrong, 
he  and  the  Nauvoo  council  would  be  glad  to  pay 
all  damages.  The  Prophet  received  no  acknowledg- 
ment to  either  letter. 

Although  Joseph  and  Hyrum  had  been  acquitted 
twice  on  the  charges  of  riot,  a  repeated  demand  was 
made  for  them  to  be  brought  to  Carthage  for  trial. 
The  Prophet  wrote  another  letter  to  the  governor 
saying,  "We  are  confident  our  lives  would  be  in  dan- 
ger. We  dare  not  come."  Previously  many  saints 
had  lost  their  lives  at  the  hands  of  an  evil  mob.  The 
mob  that  had  gathered  at  Carthage  was  made  up 
largely  of  men  who  had  vowed  they  would  "exter- 
minate" the  Mormons;  and  Joseph  knew  that  it  was 
not  safe  to  go  there. 

Again,  the  Prophet's  forebodings  of  danger  were 
ignored.  Five  days  before  Joseph  and  Hyrum  were 
shot  to  death  at  Carthage,  the  governor  himself 
ordered  Joseph  and  the  city  council  of  Nauvoo  to 
come  there  at  once  to  be  tried.  Waiting  for  them  at 
Carthage  were  hundreds  of  mobbers  with  guns,  all 
loaded,  standing  ready  to  take  matters  into  their 
own  hands. 

The  governor,  to  appease  the  clamoring  mobs, 
tried  to  get  the  Prophet  to  come  to  Carthage  for

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trial  by  sending  the  following  message  to  Nauvoo: 
"...  I  will  also  guarantee  the  safety  of  all  such 
persons  as  may  be  brought  to  this  place  from  Nau- 
voo, either  for  trial  or  as  witnesses  for  the  ac- 
cused. .  .  ."  It  was  signed:  "Thomas  Ford,  Gover- 
nor and  Commander-in-chief."  This  promise  proved 
worthless. 

The  Prophet  then  called  Hyrum  Smith,  Willard 
Richards,  John  Taylor,  and  several  other  men  to 
the  council  room  above  his  store.  There  he  read 
them  the  governor's  letter.  After  reading  it,  the 
Prophet  said  sorrowfully, 

"There  is  no  mercy — no  mercy  here!" 

To  this  his  brother  Hyrum  replied,  "No,  just 
as  sure  as  we  fall  into  their  hands  we  are  dead 
men." 

After  some  discussion  the  Prophet  came  to  a 
decision.  He  told  the  brethren  that  it  was  clear  to 
him  what  should  be  done.  Since  the  mob  really 
wanted  only  himself  and  Hyrum,  the  two  brothers 
would  leave  Nauvoo  that  night.  Then  everyone  else 
could  go  about  his  business  as  usual  and  no  one 
would  be  injured.  [End  of  Scene  I.] 

So,  with  faithful,  dependable  Porter  Rockwell  in 
charge,  Joseph,  Hyrum,  and  Willard  Richards  were 
rowed  across  the  Mississippi  River.  Brother  Rock- 
well then  returned  with  instructions  to  bring  horses 
secretly  the  next  night  and  make  ready  to  start 
for  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

Soon  news  of  the  flight  spread.  Not  realizing 
the  great  danger  awaiting  at  Carthage,  several 
Church  brethren  crossed  the  river  and  accused  the 
Prophet  of  being  a  coward.  They  said  he  should 
stay  and  be  tried.  They  also  brought  a  letter  from 
Emma,  Joseph's  wife,  asking  that  he  return  and  go 
to  Carthage  for  trial.  She  was  sure  that  he  would 
be  set  free  again,  as  he  had  been  many  times  before. 
She  did  not  imagine  that  this  arrest  would  be  his 
last. 

The  Prophet  listened  thoughtfully  to  these  mes- 
sages and  then  said:  "If  my  life  is  of  no  value  to 
my  friends,  it  is  of  none  to  myself."  {End  of  Scene 

The  next  morning  the  Prophet,  with  17  others 
going  for  trial  with  him,  plus  several  other  brethren, 
left  Nauvoo  for  Carthage. 

When  only  four  miles  from  that  destination,  they 
met  an  officer  of  the  state  militia.  With  him  were 
60  mounted  men.  The  officers  were  on  their  way  to 
Nauvoo  to  demand  that  the  Mormons  deliver  up  the 
arms  of  the  Nauvoo  Legion,  which  was  a  military 
unit  authorized  by  the  state.  At  this  time  the 
Prophet  said,  "I  am  going  like  a  lamb  to  the  slaugh- 
ter. I  shall  die  an  innocent  man  .  .  .  and  it  shall  be 


said  of  me,  'He  was  murdered  in  cold  blood.'  "  Jo- 
seph then  returned  to  Nauvoo  to  see  that  the  arms 
were  delivered  to  the  governor's  men  peacefully. 

About  midnight  on  June  24,  Joseph  and  the 
others  from  Nauvoo,  with  the  governor's  men,  rode 
into  Carthage.  The  militia  and  the  mobbers,  more 
than  1,200  in  number,  shouted  and  rejoiced  at  their 
victory.  Since  it  was  dark,  they  could  not  identify 
the  Prophet,  so  men  shouted,  "Where's  the  prophet?" 
"Stand  away  .  .  .  and  let  us  shoot  the  Mormons." 
And  when  the  Prophet  was  pointed  out,  they  cried, 
"Old  Joe,  we've  got  you  now.  .  .  .  He  has  seen  the 
last  of  Nauvoo!"  [End  of  Scene  ///.] 

Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith  were  jailed  in  Carth- 
age under  false  pretences.^  Willard  Richards,  John 
Taylor  and  some  others  of  the  brethren  went  there 
with  them.  They  were  visited  by  the  governor,  who 
again  promised  them  full  protection.  He  assured 
them  that  if  he  went  to  Nauvoo  he  would  take  them 
with  him.  However,  on  June  27,  the  day  that  Joseph 
and  Hyrum  were  killed,  the  governor  and  some  of 
his  men  left  for  Nauvoo — without  the  prisoners. 

When  the  four  men  in  jail,  Joseph,  Hyrum,  Wil- 
lard Richards,  and  John  Taylor  heard  the  governor 
had  gone,  they  knew  that  their  lives  were  in  great 
danger.  They  talked  with  the  jailer,  and  he  sug- 
gested that  they  would  be  safer  in  their  cells  than 
in  the  unbarred  room  where  they  had  been  lodged. 
Joseph  told  him  that  they  would  go  there  after 
supper. 

The  hours  passed.  As  the  afternoon  grew  late, 
John  Taylor  began  to  sing  "A  Poor  Wayfaring  Man 
of  Grief."  This  was  a  hymn  about  the  Savior,  and 
it  cheered  them  all  greatly.  When  he  had  finished, 
Joseph  asked  him  to  sing  it  again.  This  was  at  3:15 
p.m.  [End  of  Scene  /V.] 

When  the  singing  was  over,  there  was  silence  for 
a  while  in  the  jail.  Then,  soon  after  5  p.m.,  the 
brethren  looked  out  of  their  window  to  see  about 
100  mobbers,  many  of  their  faces  blackened,  rush- 
ing toward  the  jail.  The  guards  fired  shots  over  the 
heads  of  the  mob,  but  made  no  serious  attempt  to 
stop  them.  The  mob  crushed  the  door  of  the  jail 
and  rushed  up  the  stairs,  shooting  and  cursing  as 
they  came. 

The  brethren  threw  themselves  against  the  door 


^Joseph  and  Hyrum  were  first  lodged  in  Hamilton  House  Hotel, 
with  rooms  close  to  the  governor's.  On  Jime  25th,  however,  they 
were  taken  to  jail  on  a  false  warrant  which  declared  that  they  had 
appeared  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  be  tried  for  treason,  that 
the  trial  had  been  "necessarily  postponed"  because  of  the  absence 
of  two  witnesses  for  the  prosecution,  and  that  the  prisoners  were 
to  be  jailed  until  the  witnesses  appeared.  In  point  of  fact,  the 
Prophet  and  his  brother  had  not  yet  come  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Carthage  for  trial  or  examination.  Counselor  H.  T.  Reid 
(Joseph  Smith's  lawyer)  writes:  "The  recitals  of  the  mittimus 
[warrant]  .  .  .  are  wholly  untrue  .  .  .  nor  is  there  any  law  of 
Illinois  which  permits  a  justice  to  commit  persons  charged  with 
crimes  to  jail,  without  examination  as  to  the  probability  of  their 
guilt."   (Documentary  History  of  the  Church,  Volume  6,  page  574.) 
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and  tried  to  knock  down  the  guns  of  the  ruffians 
as  the  barrels  were  pushed  through  the  doorway. 
Suddenly  a  bullet  ripped  through  the  panel  of  the 
door  and  struck  Hyrum  squarely  in  the  face — on 
the  left  side  of  his  nose. 

As  he  fell,  another  ball  from  the  outside  entered 
his  left  side  and  passed  through  his  body.  He  then 
fell  back  on  the  floor  exclaiming,  "I  am  a  dead  man." 
Grief-stricken,  the  Prophet  cried  out,  "Oh,  dear 
brother  Hyrum."  Two  other  shots  entered  Hyrum's 
body — one  through  his  leg  and  another  through  his 
throat  and  head.  '■"" 


The  Prophet  had  a  revolver  which  one  of  the 
brethren  had  managed  to  bring  him.  Opening  the 
door  a  couple  of  inches  he  discharged  the  six-shooter, 
but  some  barrels  misfired. 

John  Taylor  used  a  heavy  cane  to  knock  down 
the  musket  barrels  as  they  were  pushed  through 
the  partly  opened  door;  then  he  jumped  to  the  open 
window.  A  bullet  from  the  inside  pierced  his  leg. 
As  he  fell,  a  second  bullet  from  the  outside  struck 
his  watch  and  stopped  it  at  5:16  p.m.  As  Elder 
Taylor  was  forced  back  into  the  room,  he  rolled

General  Handbook 
of  Instructions 


The  General  Handbook  of  In- 
structions, No.  20,  published  by 
the  First  Presidency,  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  stake  presidents  and 
bishops.  Sunday  School  superin- 
tendents (stake  and  ward)  also 
should  be  familiar  with  the  new 
General  Handbook.  A  few  of  its 
important  provisions  pertaining  to 
the  auxiliaries  follow: 

The  stake  presidencies  "choose, 
interview,  and  set  apart  .  .  .  auxil- 
iary board  members  and  supervise 
their  activities."  (Page  11,  item  9.) 

The  stake  president  may  auth- 
orize high  councilors  to  set  apart 
officers  in  the  auxiliary  organiza- 
tions. (Page  14,  item  4e.) 

At  intervals  the  regular  high 
council  meeting  "may  be  expanded 
to  include  the  superintendents 
and  presidents  of  the  stake  auxil- 
iary organizations,  thus  becoming 
the  stake  council  meeting"  (Page 
15,  item  D2.) 

The  bishoprics  choose,  interview, 
and  call  ward  Sunday  School  offi- 
cers; following  the  sustaining  vote 
of  ward  membership,  these  offi- 
cers are  set  apart  by  the  bishopric. 
Officers  and  teachers  in  the  Sun- 
day School  may  be  nominated  by 
the  superintendent  but  should  be 
interviewed  and  approved  by  the 
bishopric.  These  officers  and 
teachers  may  be  sustained  in  their 
regular  Sunday  School  meetings 
and  are  to  be  set  apart  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  the  bishopric. 
Sunday  School  leaders  "should  not 


contact  new  workers  until  the 
bishopric  has  interviewed  the  pros- 
pective candidate  and  has  issued 
the  call."  (Page  31,  item  7.) 

The  ward  council,  which  in- 
cludes the  Sunday  School  super- 
intendent, meets  once  each  month 
to  correlate  all  ward  activities. 
New  items  on  the  agenda  may  in- 
clude auxiliary  programs.  (Page 
35,  item  G.) 

"If  the  fast  meeting  is  hel4  im- 
mediately after  Sunday  School 
there  should  be  a  complete  and 
formal  closing  of  the  Sunday 
School  and  a  complete  and  formal 
opening  of  the  fast  meeting.  The 
sacrament,  under  such  an  arrange- 
ment, should  be  administered  only 
in  a  fast  meeting."  (Page  40,  item 
6.) 

At  ward  conferences  Sunday 
School  officers  "are  to  be  present- 
ed to  and  voted  upon  by  the  peo- 
ple. .  .  ."  (Page  42,  item  3.) 

"Regular  Sunday  School  classes 
may  properly  be  held  on  the  Sun- 
day morning  of  ward  or  branch 
conferences.  Stake  visitors  may 
then  visit  various  departments.  The 
time  in  the  general  assembly,  be- 
fore separation  to  classes,  which  is 
usually  taken  up  by  singing  prac- 
tice and  two-and-a-hedf-minute 
talks,  should  be  devoted  to  mes- 
sages from  the  stake  visitors." 
(Pages  43  and  44.) 

"No  person  should  be  appoint- 
ed to  any  position  in  a  stake, 
ward  or  branch  unless  he  has  been 


received  as  a  member  or  until  the 
presiding  officer  has  satisfied  him- 
self as  to  the  eligibility  and  worth- 
iness of  the  individual."  (Page  111.) 
"No  recording  should  be  made 
of  talks  of  the  General  Authorities 
at  stake  conferences  and  never  at 
any  other  time  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Brethren  concerned." 
(Page  164,  item  XIX.) 

"Local  stake  and  ward  officers 
should  have  in  mind  the  impor- 
tance of  establishing  a  favorable 
pubHc  image  for  the  Church." 
(Page  164,  item  XX.)  They  should 
"appoint  a  stake  Public  Informa- 
tion Representative  to  organize 
contacts  with  press  and  radio,  to 
provide  current  and  accurate  in- 
formation to  these  media.  .  .  ." 
(Page  165,  item  XX,  5.) 

The  foregoing  instructions  re- 
assure us  that  the  priesthood  sup- 
ports the  Sunday  School.  The 
Sunday  School  is  an  auxiliary  to 
the  priesthood.  Working  closely 
together,  we  can  improve  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  Sunday  School 
organization.

Q.  When  fast  meeting  immedi- 
ately follows  Sunday  School  and 
the  sacrament  is  omitted  in  Sun- 
day School,  is  the  sacrament  gem 
recited  in  fast  meeting  before  the 
administration  of  the  sacrament?

A.  No.  The  Sunday  School  sac- 
rament gem  is  a  part  of  the  Sun- 
day School  worship  service  only. 


Children  in  Prayer  Meeting 

Q.  Is  it  recommended  that  mem- 
bers of  the  Junior  Sunday  School 
who  are  assigned  to  give  the  sacra- 
ment gem  and  inspirational  talks 
be  invited  to  prayer  meeting  to  pre- 
sent their  talks'?      — Reno  Stake. 

A.  The  prayer  meeting  is  not 
structured  for  young  children,  and 
it  is  not  recommended  that  they 
regularly    be    invited    to    attend. 


The  Junior  Sunday  School  sacra- 
ment gem  should  be  assigned  to 
an  adult  for  recitation  at  prayer 
meeting.  On  the  other  hand,  chil- 
dren who  are  assigned  to  lead  the 
sacrament  gems  in  the  senior  Sun- 
day School  can  well  be  invited  to 
lead  them  in  the  prayer  meeting. 
They  can  there  be  taught  when 
to  sit  after  the  postlude.

under  the  bed;  but  three  more  bullets  struck  him. 
One  of  them  tore  away  a  large  piece  of  flesh  from 
his  hip.  He  lay  there  on  the  floor,  bleeding  badly. 
Gunfire  and  smoke  roared  into  the  room.  [End  of 
Scene  V.] 

The  prophet  then  sprang  from  the  door  to  the 
open  window.  At  that  moment  two  bullets  from  the 
stairway  hit  him,  and  another  bullet  from  the  out- 
side struck  him  in  the  chest. 

As  he  fell  through  the  window,  he  cried,  "Oh 
Lord,  my  God."  After  he  struck  the  ground  near  the 
well  curb,  several  more  bullets  were  fired  into  his 
body.  "He's  leaped  the  window!"  came  the  cry, 
and  the  mob  on  the  stairway  rushed  downstairs. 
Willard  Richards  hurried  to  the  window  and  looked 
down  upon  the  lifeless  body  of  the  Prophet,  sur- 
rounded by  men  with  smoking  guns.  [End  of  Scene 
VLl 

Intending  to  go  to  the  aid  of  the  Prophet,  Broth- 
er Richards  ran  toward  the  stairs  but  was  stopped 
by  the  voice  of  John  Taylor,  weakly  calling  from 
under  the  bed,  "Take  me."  Brother  Richards 
dragged    Brother    Taylor   from    the    room,    across 


the  stairs  and  into  the  cell,  and  there  concealed 
him  under  an  old  mattress.  Softly  he  whispered,  "If 
your  wounds  are  not  fatal,  I  want  you  to  live  .to  tell 
the  story."  Then,  fearful  of  discovery,  he  hid  in  the 
shadows  as  the  mobocrats  entered  the  jail.  Finding 
only  the  body  of  Hyrum,  they  quickly  left.  Then,  as 
news  of  the  mob's  murderous  acts  spread  quickly 
over  the  town,  the  terrified  inhabitants  of  Carthage 
deserted  their  homes  in  fear  for  their  lives.  They 
knew  that  a  great  wrong  had  been  done. 

John  Taylor  was  taken  by  his  friends  to  Ham- 
ilton House  (the  hotel)  and  put  in  a  clean  bed 
where  he  could  be  properly  cared  for.  The  bodies  of 
Joseph  the  Prophet  and  his  brother  Hyrimi  the 
Patriarch  were  later  prepared  for  their  last  journey 
to  Nauvoo. 

The  sorrowing  people  of  that  city  stood  along  the 
streets  and  watched  the  bodies  of  their  leaders,  in 
long  boxes  covered  with  twigs,  boughs,  and  buffalo 
robes,  against  the  summer  heat,  as  they  came  home 
to  be  buried.  [End  of  Epilogue.^

Senior  Sunday  School  Hymn  for  the  Month  of  February 


Hymn:  "Come,  Thou  Fount  of  Every 
Blessing";  author,  Robert  Robinson; 
composer,  John  Wyeth;  Hymns — The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  No.  70. 

In  a  sermon  delivered  at  the  last 
October  general  conference  of  the 
Church,  Elder  Franklin  D.  Rich- 
ards dealt  eloquently  with  the  Par- 
able of  the  Talents  related  in 
Matthew,  chapter  24.  The  burden 
of  this  discourse  was  that  in  order 
to  maintain  our  ability,  we  must 
develop  it,  nurture  it,  foster  it,  and 
use  it  in  service.  For  no  person  can 
afford  not  to  keep  learning.  We 
must  practice;  we  must  investigate 
new  information  and  techniques — 
in  order  to  better  fulfill  the  obliga- 
tions with  which  we  are  entrusted. 
This  is  as  true  of  musicians  in  the 
Chutch  as  it  is  of  any  other  work- 
ers; but  unfortunately,  too  many 
choristers  and  organists  do  not 
work  diligently  enough  at  their 
callings  and  therefore  do  not  de- 
velop their  talents  as  they  should. 

When  we  consider  the  length  of 
time  given  over  to  music  in  the 
Sunday  School  service,  the  above 
thought  is  very  sobering  for  us  as 
Church  musicians.  It  is  extremely 
important  that  we  be  well-pre- 
pared, that  we  know  exactly  what 
we  expect  to  do  with  the  moments 
we  occupy  in  front  of  the  congrega- 
tion, so  that  this  time  will  be  edi- 
fying to  all.  Once  we  are  aware  of 
the  great  benefits  available  from 
participation  in  sacred  music,  and 
of  the  effect  this  music  can  and 
must  have  upon  the  entire  service 
— enhancing  it,  uplifting  the  wor- 
shipping congregation,  aiding  the 
administrators  and  teachers  as 
they  seek  to  promote  the  desired 
spirit — we  cannot  take  it  lightly. 

Analyze  your  work  frequently  to 
determine  where  your  performance 


can  be  improved;  then  bend  every 
effort  to  bring  about  this  improve- 
ment. Choristers,  look  in  the  mirror 
as  you  prepare  the  hymns  to  make 
sure  you  are  not  using  unnecessary 
movements  when  you  conduct;  and 
make  sure  your  beat  is  so  clear  that 
there  can  be  no  doubt  in  the  minds 
of  the  congregation  or  the  organist 
concerning  your  intended  meaning. 
Organists,  make  sure  you  do  all 
that  is  needed  to  support  the  sing- 
ing adequately.  An  accompaniment 
which  is  too  soft  because  the  or- 
ganist feels  that  anything  else  is 
not  worshipful  is  as  great  a  mistake 
as  an  accompaniment  that  com- 
pletely overwhelms  the  singers. 
Majestic  hymns  require  a  vigorous, 
stately  accompaniment.  Likewise, 
prelude  and  postlude  music  need 
not  always  be  extremely  quiet. 
There  are  occasions  on  which  it  is 
most  appropriate  to  play  joyful, 
exultant  music.  The  watchword 
must  always  be  "appropriateness." 
If  we  are  mindful  of  the  nature  of 
the  service  and  the  atmosphere  de- 
sired for  the  particular  occasion, 
we  cannot  go  amiss. 

That  is  a  rather  lengthy  intro- 
duction to  this  month's  hymn,  but 
it  is  fervently  hoped  that  this  infor- 
mation will  be  considered  not  only 
for  this  month,  but  that  it  will  be 
applied  to  all  hymns. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the 
singing  and  playing  of  majestic 
hymns;  such  is  the  nature  of 
"Come,  Thou  Fount  of  Every 
Blessing."  What  a  mistake  it 
would  be  to  approach  this  sturdy 
hymn  with  timidity!  It  is  in  fact, 
reminiscent  of  many  of  the  hymns 
stemming  from  our  early  American 
heritage,  such  as  those  included  in 
the  Ainsworth  Psalter  of  the  Pil- 
grims, or  such  collections  as  the 


Missouri  Harmony  of  the  early 
1800's.  John  Wyeth,  who  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  composer  of  this 
hymn,  included  it  in  his  collection, 
A  Repository  of  Sacred  Music,  in 
the  year  1810;  and  it  has  been  a 
great  favorite  since  that  time. 

There  are  several  considerations 
to  be  made  concerning  this  hymn. 
First,  note  that  although  it  is 
written  in  triple  meter — sometimes 
a  difficult  meter  to  apply  to  sacred 
subjects  because  of  its  waltzlike 
characteristics — the  vigor  of  the 
music  in  no  way  resembles  that 
dance.  The  hymn  does  possess  the 
characteristic  rhythmic  pattern  of 
the  stately  dance  of  the  Germanic 
peoples — the  Landler — but  let  us 
not  worry  about  that;  rather,  let 
us  enjoy  its  strength  and  easily 
mastered  music. 

So  logical  are  the  components  of 
this  hymn  that  if  the  organist 
plays  it  through  once  in  its  entire- 
ty, most  congregations  should  be 
able  to  sing  it  successfully  the  first 
time.  The  text  is  an  easy  one  to 
sing;  it  fits  the  music  logically,  and 
its  poetic  nature  is  pleasant  to  the 
ear  and  the  tongue.  The  plea  it 
makes  is  worth  remembering,  too: 

Let  Thy  goodness,  as  a  fetter, 
bind  my  wandering  heart  to  thee. 

We  need  constantly  to  be  re- 
minded of  our  debts  to  our  Savior, 
and  this  hymn  deals  with  his  great 
redemptive  love. 

Conduct  this  stately  piece  of 
music  in  a  straightforward  manner, 
with  no  extraneous  movements. 
Let  the  organist  play  in  the  same 
firm  style,  detaching  each  of  the 
quarter  notes  slightly,  and  the 
proper  nature  of  the  hymn  will  be 
established.     — Ralph  Woodward.

"Love  at  Home,"  The  Children  Sing, 
No.  126. 

Sister  Johnson,  ward  Junior 
Sunday  School  chorister,  had 
studied  the  new  hymn  for  the 
month  of  February  for  two  weeks, 
singing  it  as  she  went  about  her 
household  work,  going  over  it  with 
the  accompanist  for  five  minutes 
after  Sunday  School  each  Sunday, 
until  she  knew  it  thoroughly. 
Slowly  her  plan  of  presentation 
began  to  form.  First  of  all,  noting 
that  her  accompanist  was  having 
trouble  playing  the  double  thirds 
of  the  accompaniment,  she  had  ar- 
ranged for  the  senior  Sunday 
School  organist  to  give  her  some 
help,  including  a  practice  exercise 
to  develop  the  needed  finger  co- 
ordination and  to  work  out  the 
fingering.  How  glad  she  was  that 
they  had  previewed  the  music  six 
v/reks  ahead  of  time  to  give  the 
accompanist  time  to  gain  this 
needed  technique! 

On  February  2  Sister  Johnson 
asked  the  children,  "Can  you  de- 
cide how  I  feel  by  listening  to 
me  talk?*'  She  sp6ke  the  alpha- 
bet in  a  very  high,  fast,  excited 
voice,  with  strong  accents.  The 
children  guessed  she  was  happy^ — 
perhaps  she  was  going  to  the  cir- 


cus. Then  she  counted  from  1  to 
20  in  a  very  slow,  soft,  sorrowful 
way.  The  children  gave  their  ideas. 
Then  she  said,  "oomooloo,  tekee- 
tah,  mahleeloo"  (nonsense  syl- 
lables), as  tenderly  and  lovingly 
as  she  could.  Again  the  children 
responded. 

"Today  Sister  Reid  and  Sister 
Vance  are  going  to  sing  our  new 
hymn  for  the  month  of  February. 
Can  you  decide  how  they  feel 
when  they  sing  this  song,  and 
what  they  might  be  singing 
about?" 

The  two  sisters  sang  in  duet 
(following  the  upper  two  parts  of 
the  accompaniment)  an  intensely 
joyful,  exultant  rendition  of  the 
song,  using  the  repeat.  Everything, 
including  the  instrumental  intro- 
duction, was  done  twice. 

A  discussion  of  the  question 
followed,  with  Sister  Johnson 
guiding  the  children  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  song  was  a  highly 
joyful  expression  of  praise  and 
thanks  to  their  Heavenly  Father. 
Then  she  helped  recall  other  ex- 
pressions of  "AUelujah'*  as  she 
sang  bits  of  the  hymns,  "All 
Creatures  of  Our  God  and  King" 
(Hymns,  No.  4)  and  "Christ  the 
Lord  Is  Risen  Today"  (Hymns, 
No.  10).  The  chorister  helped 
them  sense  that  the  word  "AUelu- 


jah"  is  a  joyful  sound,  such  as  the 
"fa-la-la-la-la"  in  "Deck  the  Halls 
with  Boughs  of  Holly."  She  had 
them  experiment  with  saying  "Al- 
lelujah"  to  experience  how  the 
word  rolls  on  the  tongue.  She  af- 
firmed the  correctness  of  their 
ideas  by  explaining  that  it  is  a 
Hebrew  word  meaning  "Praise  ye 
Jehovah"    (who  is  our  Lord). 

The  children  practiced  and 
learned  the  first  verse  to  "Love  at 
Home,"  with  the  aid  of  flannel- 
board  pictures  which  they  them- 
selves managed  to  help  them  real- 
ize the  meaning  of  the  words.  They 
reviewed  from  January,  "But  the 
Lord  Is  Mindful  of  His  Own." 

On  the  second  Sunday  the  two 
sisters  again  presented  "A  Song 
of  Joy"  (actual  title  by  Mozart: 
"Allelujah").  This  time  the  chil- 
dren were  encouraged  to  sing 
along  with  the  adults.  With  the 
help  of  the  red  and  green  "traffic- 
light"  cards,  each  four  measures 
of  the  song  was  sung  by  the  duet, 
then  echoed  by  the  children.  As 
the  children  gained  security,  they 
were  challenged  to  sing  each  four 
measures  of  the  song  first  and 
then  have  the  duet  echo  them. 

Sister  Johnson  continued  the 
teaching  device,  so  often  recom- 
mended  last   year,   of   indicating

pitch  contour  by  hand  level  (both 
the  chorister  and  the  children  par- 
ticipating in  turn,  with  the  chil- 
dren being  asked  at  times  if  they 
could  identify  an  obvious  mistake 
in  the  chorister's  hand  move- 
ments). On  the  second  Sunday 
the  children  had  no  trouble  dis- 
covering that  the  song  moves  in 
a  pulse-accent  grouping  of 
STRONG-weak,  STRONG-weak. 
They  responded  to  the  grouping 
by  alternating  a  clap  of  the  hands 
with  a  snap  of  the  fingers.  They 
also  enjoyed  clapping  the  melodic 
rhythm. 

By  the  third  Sunday  the  chil- 
dren were  becoming  very  skillful 
at  responding  to  the  dynamic  lev- 
els of  the  song,  beginning  softly 
for  one  line,  then  on  the  last  line 
swelling  gradually  to  a  very  trium- 
phant, joyous  ending. 

They  began  to  interpret  the 
melodic  contour  of  the  first  four 
measures  on  the  keyboard.  Sister 
Johnson  had  the  accompanist 
play  the  melody  in  the  key  of  C. 
The  children  then  sang  the  first 
phrase  and  moved  through  its  up- 
and-down  contour  with  their 
hands.  A  child  who  was  respond- 
ing securely  was  shown  the  start- 
ing key  on  the  piano  (g,  since  it 
was  being  played  in  the  key  of  C) . 
Altogether,  three  children  went  to 
the  keyboard  and,  with  the  help 
of  the  accompanist,  found  how  to 
play  the  first  four  measures: 


A  SONG  OF  JOY 
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One  child  was  able  to  go  on  and 
play  the  second  four  measures  as 
well.  This  encouraged  still  other 
children  to  try  it  out  on  the  piano 
at  home.  By  the  fourth  Sunday 
some  of  the  children  could  find 
the  entire  melody  on  the  piano  in 
the  key  of  C. 

On  the  fourth  Sunday  Sister 
Johnson  brought  a  phonograph 
and     recording      (good     quality, 


please)  of  the  entire  solo  as  Mo- 
zart had  composed  ii.  The  chil- 
dren were  enraptured  to  hear  their 
own  song  much  extended  and 
ornamented,  with  the  full  quality 
of  an  orchestral  accompaniment. 
Once  in  March,  as  a  review,  Sis- 
ter Johnson  again  brought  the  pho- 
nograph and  this  time  let  the  chil- 
dren sing  along  with  the  artist 
on  the  recording  whenever  the 
part  they  had  learned  came  in. 
The  appropriate  picture  intro- 
duced with  this  hymn  for  Febru- 
ary went  up  on  the  wall,  with  the 
month  printed  below  it.  There  it 
serves  as  a  reminder  the  rest  of 
the  year,  along  with  pictures  for 
each  hymn-of-the-month,  to  re- 
view and  recall  this  wonderful  song 
of  praise  to  Jehovah.

COMPASS  FOR  CHARACTER 


If  you  have  lived  10  years  or  11,  or  even  eight 
or  nine,  you  will  know  that  we  live  in  a  hazardous 
world.  I'm  not  talking  about  a  dense  forest  where 
we  lose  the  trail,  or  a  vast,  trackless  desert  where 
there  are  no  paths  to  follow.  I  mean  the  dangers  of 
everyday  living.  Without  the  least  warning  we  can 
get  lost  in  the  swamps  of  rudeness,  bogged  down  in 
carelessness,  or  stray  from  the  path  of  unselfishness 
and  kindness. 

I  have  found  a  guide.  Perhaps  it  will  help  you. 
My  guide  is  like  a  compass;  the  magnetic  needle 
always  points  north.  On  my  guiding  compass  the 
north  star  is  KINDNESS — the  key  to  conduct,  the 
guide  in  any  swamp  or  bog. 

When  I  get  lost  in  the  swamps  of  carelessness 
and  I  throw  my  bat  and  mitt  in  a  corner,  leave  my 
shoes  where  I  take  them  off,  and  even  drop  my 
clothes  on  the  floor — there  is  my  compass  needle 
pointing  north:  be  kind.  It  is  very  unkind  of  me  to 
leave  my  belongings  for  mother  or  dad  or  my  sis- 
ters to  put  away!  And  it  is  so  unkind  of  me  to 
litter  our  home!  "Do  the  kind  thing,"  my  compass 
says.    "Put  things  where  they  belong!" 

One  of  the  greatest  hazards  in  my  life  is  this 
matter  of  controlling  the  words  I  speak.  During  a 
game  in  little  league  baseball,  when  I  begin  to 
think  the  pitcher  is  "crummy,"  the  umpire  is  call- 
ing every  play  wrong,  or  the  coach  interferes  too 
much,  I  have  to  keep  my  mind  constantly  on  my 
compass.  Kindness — remember?  That  pitcher  is 
probably  giving  his  best.  I'll  say  a  kind  word.  The 


umpire  needs  a  friend.  I  will  encourage  him.  /  will 
do  the  kind  thing. 

There  is  no  need  for  me  ever  to  say  things  which 
hurt  others.  But  I  have  a  hard  time  remembering 
that.  For  instance,  Bob  had  just  finished  making  a 
model  airplane.  He  was  proud  of  it,  when  he  showed 
it  to  me.  Before  I  could  check  my  compass,  I  said, 
"That's  all  right.  But  you  should  see  the  one  Frank 
made."  Too  late!  I  flubbed.  I  needn't  have  hurt 
Bob,  but  next  time  I'll  keep  closer  watch  on  my 
compass.   I  will  say  the  kind  thing. 

Rudeness  is  another  hazard  that  trips  me  up 
sometimes.  Kindness  will  get  me  over  the  hurdles 
if  I  can  remember — remember,  for  instance,  to  let 
others  finish  talking  before  I  speak  out;  to  keep  my 
radio  on  low  when  I  am  the  only  one  listening;  or 
to  share  my  TV  time  with  the  family!  If  I  let  my 
compass  guide  my  actions,  I  will  think  of  others 
first.  And  when  my  big  sister  says  I  need  a  haircut, 
rU  agree  with  her  instead  of  ignoring  my  compass 
and  getting  into  a  big  argument. 

Mother  says  if  I  could  get  my  compass  on  auto- 
matic control  in  all  of  our  family  situations,  my 
manners  in  public  wouldn't  be  such  a  hazard.  Loud 
talking  and  laughter!  chewing  gum!  boisterousness 
on  the  street!  lack  of  attention  and  irreverence  in 
Church! — Kindness  could  correct  all  of  these  and 
improve  my  manners  wherever  I  go.  I  surely  need 
to  keep  my  compass  working  for  me.  Wouldn't  you 
like  to  try  it,  too?

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INSTRUCTIONS:  Using  outline  of  compass  needle  be- 
low as  a  pattern,  cut  a  needle  from  heavy  paper  and 
attach  to  center  of  compass.  Use  a  pin  to  hold  pointer 


For  greater  stability,  mount  chart  on  card- 
board with  rubber  cement  or  by  taping  edges.

Tonight  as  I  look  out  of  our  liv- 
ing room  window  on  the  city  below, 
the  bright  Christmas  lights  on  the 
homes  have  almost  totally  vanished 
in  the  quiet  of  falling  snow.  When 
the  night  sky  was  clear,  the  city 
looked  like  a  vast,  glittering  jewel 
box. 

I  have  been  reflecting  on  the 
Christmases  in  my  life  through 
more  than  half  a  century. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  was 
one  which  did  not  affect  me  per- 
sonally very  much  at  the  time.  But 
it  has  through  the  years. 

This  is  the  story,  as  I  recall  it: 

My  father  managed  a  building 
supply  business  at  the  time.  Our 
home  was  a  two-story,  brown-red 
brick  house  with  a  steep  roof,  on 
the  outskirts  of  town.  My  two 
younger  sisters  occupied  a  bedroom 
on  the  second  floor.  One  sister 
was  about  nine  years  old;  the 
other,  six.  From  their  bedroom 
windows  they  looked  down  on 
our  garage  and  driveway  below. 

My  father  and  mother  had  made 
their  plans  for  their  two  younger 
daughters'  Christmas.  Each  would 
receive  a  beautiful  pink  dresser, 
with  a  mirror  and  several  drawers. 
There   was  a   cabinetmaker  near

my  father's  business  who  would  be 
asked  to  make  the  "play"  dressers. 

The  cabinetmaker  began  his 
work. 

These  pink  dressers  would  be  a 
real  surprise  for  the  two  sisters. 

As  Christmas  neared,  the  two 
blonde  sisters  talked  hopefully 
about  what  they  might  receive  on 
that  most  wonderful  morning  of 
the  year.  Dolls?  A  pair  of  skates 
for  one,  a  sled  for  the  other?  A 
new  dress  or  a  nightgown?  A  game 
for  family  fun  or  a  set  of  play 
dishes? 

Christmas  Eve  arrived.  It  was  a 
night  when  we  six  children  slept 
little.  My  father's  car  rolled  into 
the  driveway  in  the  dark.  When 
the  door  of  the  car  opened,  the  two 
wide-eyed  little  girls  pressed  their 
noses  against  their  window  over 
the  driveway.  They  saw  something 
pink  in  or  on  the  car.  Excitedly, 
they  returned  to  their  beds. 

It  was  the  practice  in  our  home 
on  Christmas  morning  for  the 
children  to  form  a  line,  then  move 
on  a  signal  from  Mother  into  the 
living  room.  Here  was  the  Christ- 
mas tree.  Gifts  were  placed  on  and 
near  chairs  about  the  room. 

Between  two  of  the  chairs  there 
was  a  pink  dresser,  with  gleaming 
mirror.  There  was  the  sweet  aroma 
of  pine  wood  and  fresh  paint.  The 
dresser  even  smelled  good. 

But  there  was  only  one  dresser. 

My  mother  drew  the  two  sisters 
to  her  side.  Almost  tearfully  she 
explained: 

"There  were  two  pink  dressers, 


one  for  each  of  you.  But  last  night 
your  father  thought  of  a  widow's 
family.  He  wondered  what  kind  of 
Christmas  they  would  have.  She 
has  two  daughters,  too.  Your 
father  decided  to  take  one  of  the 
pink  dressers  to  their  home.  This 
one  here  this  morning  is  for  you 
two  girls  to  share." 

They  did  share  it  in  their  bed- 
room for  some  15  years.  They 
played  with  it  together.  One 
placed  her  handkerchiefs  and 
stockings  in  one  of  its  drawers. 
The  other  sister  kept  hers  in 
another  drawer. 

That  Christmas  was  some  40 
years  ago.  My  sisters,  each  with  a 
family  of  her  own  now,  still  share 
the  pink  dresser.  Their  daughters 
share  it,  too.  Their  mothers  have 
told  the  girls  the  story  of  why  it 
is  special. 

For  some  years  the  pink  dresser 
has  been  in  a  playhouse  in  the 
basement  of  one  of  my  sister's 
homes.  It  has  been  there  when  we 
have  gathered  at  Christmas  time. 

"We  two  sisters  have  been  so 
close  through  the  years,''  one  of 
them  said  to  me  recently.  "That 
pink  dresser  has  helped  bring  us 
even  closer — and  our  children, 
too." 

The  pink  dresser  has  done  some- 
thing for  me  and  my  children.  So 
has  the  other  pink  dresser.  It  con- 
tinues to  remind  me  that  some  of 
the  things  we  enjoy  most  in  life 
are  those  which  we  have  given  up.
